Though Secretary of State Kel- 
logg declined yesterday to comment 
on the new note which the United 
States government has delivered to 
the government of Mexico. respect- 
ing the petroleum and alien land 
laws, it has become known here on 
the highest authority that President 
Calles’ decree respecting religion 
already has involved property 
rights of American citizens and 
therefore has assumed an interna- 
tional aspect. 

The much discussed article 27 of 
the Mexican constitution, which be- 
cause of its retroactive effect on 
American property rights, has been 
the cause of the trouble between 
Mexico and the United States over 
American-owned land and American 
oil rights now looms as a basis for 
discussion in connection with the 
right of the Mexican government to 
confiscate American-owned church 
property. All American - owned 
church property in Mexico is in ef-| 
fect confiscated. There is no pro-| 


vision made for compensation to 
Americans. The same retroactive 
feature of the constitution which 
applies to oil propertjes owned by 
Americans applies to American- 
owned church properties. 

Claims by Americans are to be 
filed, and when the time for action 
by the United States government 
comes, the State Department here 
will take official cognizance of the 
Calles religious decree in so far as 
it affects the rights which interna- 
tional law guarantees to American 
citizens. 

This explains why President Cool- 
idge made it clear on Friday that 
he was watching the Mexican situa- 
tion with great concern, but that 
the question of American rights and 
‘not the domestic religious problem 
would necessarily guide the United 
States government's policy.

Between 500 and 600 wards of 
the bureau now in Washington will 
be sent elsewhere.

The almost wholesale transfer of 
veterans from Washington may 
mean the collapse of the $5,000,000 
building program for St. Elizabeths 
hospital, recently submitted by Dr. 
William A. White, head of the hos- 
pital, for approval to Congress for 
appropriations. 

The basis of this building pro- 
gram was the congestion in the 
hospital due to the large number 
of insane veterans already com- 
mitted there and the steady in- 
crease in the number. The pro- 
gram provided new quarters for an 
increase of 500 patients, new build- 
ings to replace temporary buildings 
now housing 500 patients, and ad- 
ditional buildings to relieve the 
congestion, which exceeds the ca- 
pacity of the hospital by 500 pa- 
tients. 

New Patients Reduced. 

The transfer of the large number 
of veterans planned by the bureau 
will relieve or a little more than 
1@lieve the existing congestion and 
the policy of placing veterans in 
other hospitals as near their homes 
as practicable will reduce the num- 
ber of new veteran patients the 
hospital will be called on to care 
for. 

The new policy of the bureau is 
the result of a study begun months 
ago after the District grand jury 
sharply criticized conditions at St. 
Elizabeths hospital, and has been 
formulated and is being carried out 
under the direction of the bureau’s 
most able executives in their field. 

That the St. Elizabeth’s building 
program will be affected by the new 
program of the veterans bureau is 
indicated by an intimation given 
the bureau several months ago by 
Gen. Lord, chief of the budget bu- 
reau. Bureau officials at that time 
informally submitted to Gen. Lord 
a program for new buildings and 
improvement of existing buildings 
to meet existing deficiencies. 


Jury Criticism Borne Out. 


A commission of bureau experts 
after an investigation bore out most 
of the criticisms voiced by the 
grand jtiry. The program was 
frownedjon then by Gen. Lord, who | 
pointed out that it was proposed to 
construct additional facilities at St.

Rural Credit Bank Also Is 


Insolvent—No Buyers, 
Land Will Be Leased.

Mitchell, S. Dak., Aug. 7.—South 
Dakota evinces only languid in- 
terest in the agrarian revolt of 
1926——mayhap because the politi- 
cians out here have not stirred it up 
much—but instead, with a cold 
towel around its head, is reflecting 
on its experiments in putting the 
government into business. 

As in the rest of the corn belt, 
the farmers seem to be cool on 
Coolidge. Indeed, the farther 
north one drifts the chillier it gets, 
and hardened politicians, including 
postmasters, say that in a primary 
Gov. Frank O. Lowden would beat 
the President 4 to 1. But what the 
State talks of most is its own local 
troubles, not with dismay or bit- 
terness, but what to do. 

They put the State into business 
to keep the Nonpartisan league out 
of the State nearly ten years ago. 
Now the venture is almost putting 
the State out of business. The bank 
Zuaranty fund is insolvent, with 
$45,000,000 of certificates outstand- 
ing against book assets of about 
$50,000,000 which, it is estimated, 
can be liquidated at 50 cents on 
the dollar, leaving a net loss of 
$20,000,000. The State is not liable, 
but a movement is on to have it 
stand this loss. ) 


600,000 Acres Foreclosed. 


Mural credits, now in status quo, 
have’ piled up $45,000,000 worth 
of bonds as an obligation of the 
State. The slump in land has al- 
seady thrown half of this ‘back 
upon the State, which has fore- 
closed on some- 600,000 ° acres. 
Farmers and business men appear 
cheerful enough over this. They 
Say the State has the acreage; that 
nobody is buying’ any more land, 
and that increases and shifts in 
population will some day make it 
worth all it cost and maybe more. 

Hail insurance, still going, a ce- 
ment plant, still running, a coal 
mine and the gasoline station now 
closed, which elected Gov. W. H. 
McMaster to the United States Sen- 
ate, are other phases of South Da- 
kota’s experiment. 

Some ten years ago when Arthur 
C. Townley was “going it strong in 
North Dakota with his flying corps 
of radical soap boxers, I. W. W.’s, 
meal ticket extremists, and profes- 
sional agitators, Peter Norbeck, then 
Republican governor, now senator, 
to keep Townley from adding South 
Dakota to his string, stole some of 
the Townley thunder and put up a 
radical program to the-voters, who 
approved it by a large vote, 

Rural credits have proved to be a 
most important item. The State is 
divided by the Missouri river. Land 
to the west could not get the low 
rate insurance company loans. Many 
companies lend only to the Jim river 
valley. So in 1917 the State em- 
barked in the rural credit business.

It issued bonds now aggregating 
$45.000,000 and pledged the assets 
of the State as security. Every- 
body, bankers, loan agents, insur- 
ance companies, farmers, specula- 
tors were stepping on it those days, 
and everything °“went merry as a 
wedding bell until the deflation and 
collapse, whén the State was hit 
just as were the banks and loan 
companies and land gamblers. The 
rural credit commissioner. ‘‘went 
wrong” and was convicted, 

For five or six years, farmers 
who had borrowed failed to pay up 
taxes and-interest. Some borrow- 
ers used the fund merely to un- 
load their land, got money on it, 
and let it slide. The State could 
not bargain as a banker does over 
a loan because jit might cost votes, 
and although the assessed valua- 
tion (full value) of the land for 
three years preceding was the limit 
of any loan, and the average was 


‘$0 per cent of that, still on a large 


part of the borrowings, after the 
slump, it was eheaper for the bor- 
rower to let go the land than to 
pay up. All told 12,000 loans 
were made. The State has had to 
foreclose on about one half of 
these. It may not sell the land for 
less than the State’s interest in it. 


State Pays Taxes, 


“With no market for Jand, and 
acre prices low, this keeps the 
property on the hands-of/the State. 
In addition the State has to pay 
taxes on the land it acquires, and 


taxes and back interest are piling’ 


up. The State is offering 570 tracts 
for lease shortly. 

That’s where the statisticians get 
the extremely high per capita in- 
debtedness for South Dakota, with 
only 68,000 population, although in 
area it is as large as all New Eng- 
land, with 77,000 square miles, and 
less than nine persons to _ the 
square Mile.

Pomerene Regarded Strong 
Democratic Possibility if 
Elected Senator. 


WET AND DRY FIGHT 
WITH WILLIS LOOMS 


Victory of Representative 
F. J. Garrett Pleases Party 
Followers in House. 


Utmost interest is felt in political 
circles here in the outcome of the 
Ohio primaries, which will be held 
Tuesday. 

Former Senator Atlee Pomerene, 
who was defeated in 1922 after 
twelve years in the Senate, is seek- 
ing to be nominated to make the 
fight for senator against the Re- 
publican nominee, who presumably 
will. be Senator Willis. 

Mr. Pomerene is now one of spe- 
cial counsel for the government in 
the litigation growing out of the 
Teapot Dome oil investigation. He 
is opposed for the nomination by 
Miss Florence Allen, judge of. the 
supreme court of Ohio. 


Possibility for President. 


The chief importance which the 
Ohio fight has for politicians here 
is that they believe if Pomerene 
should win the nomination and 
then defeat his Republican op- 
ponent, he will loom large as a 
possibility for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1928. 
In that event, his friends would 
put him forward to oppose Gov. 
Al Smith. 

Gov. Donahey, of Ohio, is also a 
presidential aspirant, Pomerene is 
opposed by organized labor. and 
Labor, official publication of the 
railroad brotherhoods, is out 
against him. At the same time, it 
is urging Donahey for a third term 
as governor. 

The situation is* such that if 
Pomerene should lose the nomina- 
tion and Donahey be made gover- 
nor a third time then Donahey will 
be Ohio’s choice for the presiden- 
tial nomination. If both Pomerene 
and Donahey win, then there is 
likely to be a contest later on over 
who gets the Ohio delegation for 
1928. 


Wet and Dry Issue Involved. 


If the Ohio contest shapes up 
into a fight for election between 
Senator Willis and former Senator 
Pomerene, it will take on national 
interest, not alone because of the 
possible effect on the Democratic 
presidential situation, but because 
the wet and dry issue will be in- 
volved. Willis is a dry and Pome- 
rene has support of the wets. More- 
over, Senator Willis himself has 
presidential aspirations. 

In connection with the primaries 
this week, Democrats in the House 
are much pleased over the renom- 
ination of Representative Finis J. 
Garrett, of Tennessee.. He has been 
renominated after a bitter fight, 
growing out of the fact he opposed 
farm relief.- Garrett is the man 
whom the House Democrats plan to 
made Speaker if they succeed in 
carrying it in November. 


Oldfield Predicts 


Democratic House 


Representative William .A. Old- 
field, of ArKansas, chairman of the 
Democratic congressional campaign 
committee, expressed the. belief yes- 
terday that the Democrats will cap- 
ture the House of Representatives 
in the November election. Gains in 
both the East and West are counted 
on for the 35 members additiona’ 
required to make 218, which is a 
majority of the House. 

He said several Democrats will be 
added in Pennsylvania, New York, 
New Jersey and Massachusetts, de- 
Claring that the high campaign ex- 
penditures brought out before the 
special Senate committee would be 
largely responsible. Big gains are 
counted on in such States as In- 
diana, Ohio, DTllinois, lowa, Kansar 
and Nebraska, where he thinks the 
farmers will vote for them in the 
hope of getting farm relief legisla- 
tion and lowering of the tariff.

‘These lands already have been 
condemned once,’ he said. ‘“‘They 
were taken from private ownership 
for canal purposes by right of emi- 
nent domain. This was done by the | 
original canal company, which ob-'| 
tained authority to do so. Having 
been condemned for public use once, 
they can not be condemned for any 
other use again.”’ 

It was suggested, however, that 
perhaps the government could pur- 
chase the canal lands by negotia- 
tion with the railroad without re- 
course to condemnation, since the 
chief purpose of the road in acquir- 
ing and holding the canal was said 
to be to prevent a rival railroac 
from paralleling its tracks.

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INDIAN PLAYED MARBLES, 
ANCIENT MOUND SHOWS 


Skeleton of Boy With Prized 
Relics, 2,000 Years Old, 
Found in Ohio. 


MANY OTHER SPECIMENS 


Chillicothe, Ohio, Aug. 7 (By A. 
P,).—The skeleton of an 11 or 12 
year old boy with a number of mar- 
bles, highly prized relics of child- 
hood, were removed from ° the 
Pricer mound of the Seip group 
near Bainbridge, 18 miles west of 
here yesterday. 

This is the second of a group of 
burials back in the mound, where 
last year the ‘great pearl burial’’ 
Was unearthed and where this sum- 
mer five cremated burials with the 
usual finds of a set of black, tan 
and white wild cat jaws and ma- 
rine’ tortoise-shell combs were 
found. 

The boy’s body had been interred 
in a log-cabinlike structure and was 
covered with a canopy, the mold 
of which was found. The body had 
been clothed in a garment of woven 
fabric. The grave contained many 
unusual ceremonial specimens, H. 
S. Shetrone, curator of the Ohio 
museum, said. 

‘“‘We found a number made from 
chlorite, a fine, close-grained stone 
that takes a very high polish, en- 
graved in beautiful designs. They 
had been placed there reverently 
by loving hands,’’ he reported. 

“We believe that the game of mar- 
bles was a time-honored pastime, 
even in the days of the mound build- 
ers. These little fellows probably 
lived more than 2,000 years ago,” he 
continued, for the first time hinting 
at his idea of the age of the mounds. 

Besides the marbles were unusual 
finds, believed unsurpassed in the 
crecods of mound archeology. They 
included a stone carved in the shape 
of a turkey vulture carefully cut 
down to the feather markings; an- 
other stone carved like a lizard with 
a tail resembling the rattles of a 
rattlesnake; beads, green chlorite, 
resembling turquoise; many well cut 
mica designs, teeth of raccoon, fox, 
wolf, mountain lion, bear and other 
wild animals that roamed the for- 
est, pierced so that they could be 
strung and worn as_ ornaments, 
woven fabric; obsidian spear points 
and a few bits of copper.

HOSPITALS CROWDED 
BY STRICKEN NATIVES 


Temperature Drop’ Brings 
Slight Relief — Foreign 
Quarter Has Few Cases. 


Shanghai, Aug. 7 (By A. P.). 
With weird ceremonials in their 
temples to appease the dragon king, 
the Chinese are attempting to halt 
cholera, which is daily causing more 
than 1,000 deaths in the’ native sec- 
tions of Shanghai and in the Poo- 
tung district, across the Wangpoo 
river. Foreigners, living in conces- 
sion districts of Shanghai as mod- 
ern as European or American cities, 
have been almost immune from the 
scourge, only two of their number 
having died. 

They are praying to the dragon 
king to send rain to relieve the 
drought and the fierce heat that is 
drying streams and parching rice 
fields. Their officials admit their in- 
ability to cope with the disease, al- 
though they are establishing many 
hospitals and otherwise endeavor- 
ing to relieve the sufferers of the 
highly fatal epidemic. 

Hospitals Crowded. 


Thousands of natives crowd the 
Chinese hospitals, whose facilities 
are utterly inadequate. Only a few 
cases can be treated, thousands dy- 
ing-in hospitals without. medical at- 
tention. 

Only narrow streets separate the 
foreign concessions with their 20,- 
000 foreigners of whom more than 
10,000 are Japanese, from. the 
densely crowded antiquated city. 
The foreign districts are clean and 
sanitary, well equipped under 
white jurisdiction to care for their 
inhabitants. The mortality is heavy 
in the native city and in the Poo- 
tung district a million and one-half 
Chinese being huddled in insani- 
tary buildings. 


Temperature Falls. 


A fall of 4 degrees in the tem- 
perature today below yesterday’s 
30-year record of 102.2 degrees has 
decreased the number of heat pros- 
trations and alleviated slightly the 
cholera epidemic which developed 
with appalling swiftness with the 
mounting thermometer. 

Although’ many foreigners have 
been prostrated by .the heat and 
perhaps two score attacked by 
cholera only two foreigners have 
died from the cholera and less than 
a dozen from the heat, according 
to reports. 

The heaviest cholera mortality is 
in the Chinese territory across the 
River Pootung and in surrounding 
concessions where there is a popu- 
lation of a million and a half.

The aerial tourists have an easy 
day tomorrow, with a 90-mile 
flight up the shore of Lake Michi- 
gan to Milwaukee. On Monday they 
will fly to St. Paul. 

Five thousand persons hailed the 
airmen as they arrived here, all 24 
sailing out of the sky to perfect 
landings. 


Rush to See Big Plane. 


The huge, triple-engined, all- 
metal Ford plane with an enclosed 
cabin capable of carrying ten 
passengers, the largest in the con- 
test, was made the object of a rush 
by thousands of persons, but by the 
time it had taxied fnto line the 
smallest craft in the flight was upon 
the field and the big ship was after 
a moment deserted. 

The ‘“‘flivver,’ a tiny Driggs Dart, 
was threatened with serious dam- 
age by the spectators and to save 
it from being wrecked in the stam- 
pede to view it, it was not wheeled 
into line, but was taxied to the air 
mail hangar and hidden under the 
wings of a big airmail ship. Be- 
tween the top of the Dart and 
lower wing of the mail plane there 
was room to spare. 


*“Casey’’ Jones In First. 


C. S. ‘‘Casey’’ Jones, a veteran, 
was the first filer to reach Chicago, 
whirling a Curtiss Oriole out of the 
east. He was second in the con- 
test last year. It was not known 
whether he had won the $1,000 of- 
fered by the Ford dealers of Chi- 
cago for the best time from Detroit, 
however, as the officials had not 
checked against starting times to- 
night. 

When the passenger riding with 
Lieut. John Paul Riddle in a Waco 
plane stripped off cap and goggles, 
she was revealed as Mrs. Susan H. 
Embry, of Cincinnati, Ohio, the 
only woman in the race. She is 
not yet a pilot, but the ship in 
which she is riding will be hers 
after the tour, and she expects to 
drive it. Her son, T. Higbee Em- 
bry, is associated with Lieut. Riddle 
in distributing planes. 


Exhibition In Air. 


Vance Breese, piloting a Ryan 
monoplane, motored with a 200- 
horsepower Wright Whirlwind en- 
gine, had not enough flying for the 
day, and after checking in went 
aloft for an exhibition of loops, 
slips and zooming. He sent his 
powerful mount straight into the 
skies and his run for a takeoff 
measured less than 50 feet. 

The Babcock plane, piloted by 
A. F. Everett, with B. C. Babcock, 
of Akron, Ohio, as a passenger, 
was forced down enroute from De- 
troit. He was nearly to Airmail 
field; going along nicely, when his 
gasoline supply was exhausted. He 
came in an hour late. 

The Ford trophy is the big prize 
for the contestants in the 2,600- 
mile reliability race, but $20,000 
in cash prizes also offer an in- 
centive to the fliers of the larger 
planes. Three classes of planes 
are in the contest, with the small- 
est type invited as a matter of 
general interest, $1,000 being of- 
fered the winners in that group. 


Governors of Farm

Des Moines, Iowa, Aug. 7 (By A. 
P.).—Gov. Hammill announced to- 
day that the executive committee 
of governors who met recently at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., had decided to 
call a conference of governors of 
States of the agricultural west and 
the industrial east, to discuss the 
agricultural situation. The meet- 
ing is to be held in October, but 
the exact time and place have not 
been decided upon. 

The purpose of the proposed 
meeting is to attempt to bring 
about an understanding between 
Eastern and Western States as to 
the agricultural needs of the whole 
country and to present the situa- 
tion as it has affected farmers of 
the Western States.

PROBLEM OF THE PACIFIC 


Negotiations for the adjustment of 
the Tacna-Arica dispute appear to have 
been suspended on account of changes 
in the Chilean cabinet. It was reported 
-yecently that Chile would have a fresh 
proposition to submit, but clashes of 
opinion at Santiago seem to have made it 
impossible for the government to frame 
a proposal which, if accepted by Peru, 
would command the support of the 
Chilean people. They have been taught 
to regard Tacna and Arica as national 
territory and are now finding fault with 
every suggestion looking to the relin- 
quishment of any part of the province. 

The uncertainty of Chilean policy is 
refiected in the attitude of Bolivia, which 
seems to have abandoned the idea of 
negotiating directly with Chile, and 
whieh now is unwilling to enter into any 
tripartite arrangement with Chile and 
Peru except through the good offices of 
Secretary Kellogg. ’ 

President Leguia, of Peru, in his mes- 
sage to congress, discusses the resolu- 
tion of the plebiscitary commission, 
which declares that the plebiscite must 
be abandoned on account of the acts of 
Chile. He describes this as equivalent 
to ‘‘an immense moral reparation,” and 
expresses appreciation of the action of 
the plebiscitary commission in recogniz- 
‘ing the truth of Peruvian allegations and 
the uprightness of Peru’s proceedings. 
Mr. Leguia gives notice that the problem 
of the Pacific can not be resolved with- 
out recognizing the rights of Peru. He 
adds that Peru has a fraternal desire 
to aid Bolivia in obtaining access to the 
’ Sea. | . 

Secretary Kellogg is said to be await- 

ing a proposal from the Chilean govern- 
ment,- presumably providing for an ac- 
commodation with both Peru and Bolivia. 
The desire of the United States govern- 
ment to assist the South American gov- 
ernments in reaching a solution of their 
difficulties is manifested by the patient 
attitude of Secretary Kellogg. Through- 
out the United States it is well under- 
stood that the Tacna-Arica question will 


be a source of danger until it is settled 
by the voluntary agreement of the pow- 
ers concerned. Chile holds the provinces

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GOBBLING UP ABYSSINIA. 


So long as feeble countries have re- 
sources which can be apportioned by the 
great powers among themselves, by 
means of cosy little confidential agree- 
ments, the likelihood of a clash between 
empires is diminished. It happens that 
Great Britain and Italy have discovered 
a method, at Abyssinia’s expense, for 
gratifying the British demand for cotton 
and the Italian push for colonial “glory 
and power.” They have just reached an 
agreement wherein they allot to each 
other certain “spheres of economic in- 
fluence” in-Abyssinia. Britain is to have 
a.free hand in storing water for cotton 
irrigation on the Blue Nile, and Italy is 
to obtain concessions and build a railroad 
through Abyssinia to — up Italian 
Somaliland. 

The high contracting parties did not 
take the trouble to make Abyssinia a

warded a protest to Geneva. It might 
be expected that the league would re- 
gard this protest as the basis for action 
which would put a stop to imperialistic 
aggression against defenseless states, 
and thus prevent future wars such as 
that which rages in Syria. But such an 
idea is cherished only by those who cling 
to the illusion that the league is an in- 
dependent body, not directed by the 
great powers. 

Foreign Secretary Chamberlain tells 
the house of commons that the Anglo- 
Italian agreement is “entirely innocent,” 
and that Abyssinia’s sovereignty is not 
attacked, but that on the contrary Abys- 
sinia is free to decide whether or not the 
desired concession shall be granted. He 
adds that he hopes to convince the 
Abyssinian government that it would be 
to its own interest to erant the conces- 
sion. 

A dictatorial spokesman in Rome adds 
the reassuring statement that Abys- 
sinia’s appeal to the league of nations is 
bound to fail, because France supports 
Great Britain and Italy in the matter. 
He does not give any information as to 
the benefit which France will derive-from 
the arrangement, but, no doubt France 
would find conscientious reasons for be- 
friending helpless Abyssinia in the 
league of nations unless the other great 
powers had given full assurance that 
French interests would be protected. A 
hint to this effect is given by Mr. Cham- 
berlain in his remark that the recogni- 
tion of Italy’s exclusive advantages in 
parts of Abyssinia is not to the exclusion 
of third parties, but is only an undertak- 
ing to restrain British concession-hunters 
in that area. French concession-hunters, 
it appears, will not be impeded by Great 
Britain if they decide to go up against 
the Italian monopoly in Abyssinia. 

So Abyssinia is to go the way of China 
and Syria, and have its resources ex- 
ploited by foreign powers. There is little 
doubt that Mr. Chamberlain will be suc- 
cessful in inducing Abyssinia to agree to 
the penetration, after the league of na- 
tions has turned a deaf ear to Abyssinia’s 
appeal. As for inducing the league to 
become deaf—that is the easiest task 
imaginable. What is the league of na- 
tions for, if it is not to promote the en- 
lightened plan of the greatest nations to 
avoid friction among themselves’ by di- 
viding up feeble and backward countries ?

BEQUESTS AND INHERITANCES. 

In a recent meeting of the British asso- 
ciation at Oxford Sir Josiah Stamp, the 
British economist who came upon the 
American stage of action ,in support of 
the McNary-Haugen bill which was de- 
feated in the last Congress, discussed be- 
quests and inheritances... 

It seems that the British electorate is 
exercised over the concentration of 
wealth through family bequests, and the 
power exercised by such wealth. Sir 
Josiah defends the power to make be- 
quests in a direct line as “an important 
factor in the accumulation of capital and 

a stimulation to great personal effort to 
save.’ 


Sir Josiah adds that in his opinion it 
is the inequality of reward and the mul- 
tiplying power of accumulated’ wealth 
which excites animosity, d not so much 


re 


Abyssinia is a member of the league |

The modern system of taxing bequests, 
inheritances and estates is an effort to 
tax the right of inheritance; that is, the 
right of the State or Federal government 
to tax the power to bequeath property 
or to tax an estate when it passes from 
the deceased to the recipient. In States 
it is called an inheritance tax; in the case 
of the Federal government it is called an 
estate tax. During the framing of the 
last tax law there was much discussion 
over the alleged injustice of the Federal 
government in imposing a tax on an es- 
tate where a State had already imposed 
an inheritance tax on the same property. 

Such a system of taxes fails if it is 
devised simply to destroy large accumu- 
lations of property in one family or in 
one line. A Federal estate tax added to 
a State inheritance tax might confiscate 
the entire property; but the courts step 
in and prevent confiscation. As a rule, 
taxation fails when imposed simply to 
force a redistribution of wealth. 
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PARK AND SCHOOL SITES. 


So frequently does one hear of un- 
popular decisions coming from the office 
of the comptroller general, that it is a 
pleasant task to record a decision of far- 
reaching importance which can only be 
acclaimed by the public. The appropria- 
tion act providing for the purchase of 
District school and park sites provides 
“that the purchase price to be paid for 
any site shall not exceed the latest full- 
value assessment of such property plus 
25 per centum of such assessed value.” 
Frequently when condemnation proceed- 
ings had to be adopted, the jury has 
evaluated such sites in excess of the as- 
sessment. Thus the park and planning 
commission and the District commission- 
ers, hedged in by_the price restriction, 
have been severely handicapped, and the 
park development and school site pur- 
chasing programs have been held up. 

As a matter of policy, formal an- 
nouncement of decisions is not made by 
the comptroller general until approxi- 
mately ten days after they have been 
rendered. Until such announcement is 
made, the actual details will not be 
known. It is known, however, that the 
decision is favorable to the park and 
planning commission. Therefore, the 
park and school program may be con- 
tinued. 

Congress never intended, of course, to 
cripple the District’s school and park 
expansion, and doubtless the construc- 
tion placed upon the act by the comptrol- 
ler general will stand as the will of Con- 


gress.

$1,865; lemons, 11,590; lettuce, 37,2770 ; 
mixed vegetables, 32,211; onions, 31,073; 
oranges, 57,035 ; ‘peaches, Ey US “pears, 
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21,015; plums and prunes, 5,195; spinach, 
7,955; string beans, 5,224; sweet pota- 
toes, 18,571; tomatoes, 28,233; water- 
melons, 44,184; green peas, 2,707. 

The Department of Agriculture tells 
us that consumption of lettuce, the na- 
tion’s salad crop, has increased greatly 
in the last ten years. Shipments last 
year were six times those reported ten 
years ago, and the value of these de- 
licious leaves was $20,000,000. Only 
three -vegetables—potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes and tomatoes—exceeded lettuce in 
market value. A real change in Ameri- 
can diet, especially among city consum- 
ers, is responsible for the growing im- 
portance of this leading salad crop. 

The American market basket last year. 
surely, was full to overflowing, and the 
American workman happily was able to 
satisfy his discriminating appetite, for 
never before has he been so steadily em- 
ployed. His earning power was greater 
than ever before, and for that reason his 
purchasing power was greater. It never 
pays to cheat one’s stomach, and in that 
respect the average American refuses to 
engage in false economy. 


THE DRAGON REDIVIVUS. 


Alan Cobham, the English airman, has 
undoubtedly rendered great service to 
the art of aviation, first, by his fight 
from England to Cape Town and back, 
and, secondly and just recently, by his 
magnificent series of jumps from Eng- 
land to Australia by way of Paris, Ngples, 
Athens, Bagdad, Delhi, Calcutta, Ran- 
goon, Singapore, and the Dutch East 
Indies. On both trips he saw many 
strange sights, and on the second one, in 
particular, he encountered dangers from 
sandstorms, fearful heat, and monsoons, 
and from human beings also, for a few 
weeks ago his mechanic, Elliott, was 
killed by an Arab sniper while the air- 
plane was passing over Mesopotamia. 

But great as are Cobham’s services to 
the daring profession which he follows, 


the public will, for the present at least, be | 


more interested in the wondrous experi- 
ences” which he chronicles than in the 
other details of his successful journey. 
Curiosity will be specially whetted by the 
account of the dragons which he says he 
saw on Komodo island, in the- Malay 
archipelago.

it ig a dragon, or fire-drake, that causes 


the death of Beowulf, who, earlier in his 

nae slain both the monster Gren- 
del ‘and his equally formidable dam. In 
his last next > Beowulf also ovpreani the 
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dragon, but perished himself from the 
fiery breath with which it enveloped him. 
Every one is familiar with the symbolic 
representation of St, George, patron saint 
of England, piercing the dragon with his 
spear. | 

Now, if Cobham is to be believed, the 
dragon, long supposed to be extinct, i 
still in vigorous existence. His version is 
that on Komodo he saw, “in captivity,” 
two live dragons, similar to the one slain 
by St. George, and apparently direct de- 
scendants of the prehistoric monsters of 
legend and tradition. He describes them 
as being about 10 feet long, and armed 
with huge claws, with which they are 


able to kill animals even as large as a. 


horse. These dragons, like the one that 
proved the undoing of Beowulf, can at 
will emit fumes resembling smoke. 

The question not unnaturally arises 
how do such terrific creatures come to 
be in captivity, and what manner of men 
are they who caught them and keep them 
in subjection. Unless the spirit of Baron 
Munchausen still boldly stalks’ the 
earth, a new scientific expedition is ob- 
viously .demanded. to bring to these 
shores, from their distant abode on Ko- 
modo, some specimens of these creatures 
so fearfully and wonderfully made. No 
well ordered zoo will an complete without 
them. 
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EXPLOSION DAMAGES. 


It is inevitable that the recent explo- 
sion at Lake Denmark, N. J., will result 
in large claims against the government 
for damages arising out of personal in- 
juries, death or loss of property. 

This matter of recovering claims 
against the government was one of the 
outstanding subjects discussed in the 
House committee and in the House itself 
during the recent session of Congress. 
The burden of the discussion was the 
long and unjust delay always incident 
to the prosecution of claims against the 
government, and the need of reform. 

A bill to eliminate all the official red 
tape and make easier the prosecution and 
collection of just claims was agreed to 
by both houses of Congress, but died in 
Under this bill claims for 
property damages, personal injury or 
death caused by the negligence or wrong- 
ful act or omission of officers or em- 
ployes of the government may be ‘sub- 
mitted to tribunals where the merits of 
the case may be weighed fairly and 
promptly. 

_ It was proposed that all claims not 
exceeding $5,000 might be settled by the 
heads of the different departments.

might be brought before the Court of: 


Claims or a Federal district court; while 

claims in excess of $10,000 might be 

brought before the.

Obviously there will. be many 
fine legal points to be settled before 
claims for damage to property or injury 
or loss of life can be laid at the door of 
the government under existing circum. 
stances. 


THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 

The taxpayers of the country have 
reason to be jubilant over the announce- 
ment that at the end of July, the first 
month of the new fiscal year, the Unitéd 
States Treasury showed a surplus of 
$13,924,000, as against a deficit of $50,- 
647,000 on the same date in 1925. It is 
particularly gratifying to note that it 
was the income tax and the customs re- 
ceipts that were, between them, the prin- 
cipal factors in producing this desfrable 
state of affairs. The income tax collec- 
tions for July, 1926, were $50,947,217, as 
Against $38,075,218 collected a year ago 
during that month, while the respective 
figures for the July customs receipts 
were $49,351,884 in 1926 and $45,156,- 
030 in 1925. Miscellaneous taxes, on the 
other hand, showed a decrease of over 
$18,000,000. Nothing, however, but a 
decrease was to be expected under this 
heading, since many of these taxes, in 
force a year ago, were repealed by the 
new revenue law and are therefore no 
longer operative. 

The receipts were further swelled by 
the return to the Treasury of some $40,- 
000,000 in farm loan bonds, which the 
farm loan bureau had redeemed in order 
to issue new bonds at lower rates. The 
lower rate will, of course, inure to the 


benefit of the agricultural community. 
The bright, particular feature of the

Failure to Prevent Lynching, 
Disfranchis¢ment and “Jim

To the Edjtor of The Post—Sir: 
At the threshold, the Constitution 
was ordained to form ‘‘a more per- 
fect Union,”’ in lieu of the Artt- 
cles of Confederation, which de- 
clared ‘‘the Union to be perpetual,’’ 
but which articles were shockingly 
imperfect. The great. civil ar 
struggle for the supremacy of the 
Union resulted in the enlargement 
of the dual form of government, 
namely, one the United States and 
the other the State governments. 
Each is independent of the other; 
has separate’and distinct laws, is 
officered by its own officials, whose 
duties a@ré separatéd and distinct, 
and each bas a separate and dis- 
tinct citizenship, as affirmed by 
article 14, section 1, of the amend- 
ments, which is: “All persons 
born or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to the jurisdic- 
tion thereof are citizens of the 
United States and of the State 
wherein they reside.” 

As to the distribution of powers 
between the United States and the 
State governments, the ninth and 
tenth amendments, respectively, 
provide: ‘‘The enumeration in the 
Constitution of certain rights shall 
not be construed to deny or dispar- 
age others retained by the people.’’ 
“The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, 
not p-ohibited by it to the States, 
are reserved to the States, respec- 
tively, er to the people.” Hence, the 
powers delegated by the Constitu- 
tion to the United States, and pro- 
hibited by it to the States, are ex- 
pressly and impliedly vested in the 
United States, free from State in- 
terference, encroachment or usurpa- 
tion, and the powers reserved to the 
States, respectively orto the peopie, 
are free from United States interfer- 
ence, encroachment or usurpation. 
The failure of the States, respective- 
ly, or the people, to exercise the ‘re- 
servd powers,’ ought not confer upon 
the United States the constitutional 
right to enact laws putting into 
force, operation and effect the ‘re- 
served powers.’ The line of cleav- 


age, demarcation and distinction be-: 


tween the powers of the two forms 
of government are real and not 
imaginary; that is, there is as much 
difference between them as the dif- 
ference between ‘the theory. of 
atoms’ and ‘the phenomena Aurora 
Borealis.’

powers by legislative enactment, ju- 
dicial interpretation or executive 
enforcement.

The Boston Gazette of May. 1771, 
told of a young woman thrown from 
a carriage and her high head-dress 
torn off. The small boys of the 
day delighted in kicking this mass 
of yarn with curled hair and hay 
about the streets like a football, 
much to the distress of the fair 
maiden. 

In the revomition of fashion it is 
not surprising that the progress 
from the wig should be the mob 
cap of proportion, the mob usu- 
ally of the wearer’s own hair, and 
that in the ever-present struggle 
for simplicity the curls and grizzes 
should gradually be smoothed down 
until a very simple part in the mid- 
dle and drawn over the ear form 
of ‘head dress prevailed, or Dame 
Fashion demanded smooth shin’ng 
braids and waterfalls of the natural 
hair instead of artificial.

At Kriegspiel the great problem 
is to size up correctly the opponent’s 
position. Unless a fairly good 
guess is made toward the end of 
the game when most of the pieces 
are off the board, disaster is liable 
to happen, regardless of the relative 
strength of the opposing forces. It 
is especially desirable to know the 
position of the king, since without 
that knowledge the bugbear of 
stalemate forever looms up. Players 
with an overwhelming advantage in 
material often fail to win through 
tarelessness or cleverness of the op- 
ponent in bringing about positions 
in favor of stalemates. In _ the 

resent tourney, G. E. Bishop has 
een dubbed the ‘‘drawing master’”’ 
because of several instances where, 
with a lost game, he has cleverly 
maneuvered into a stalemate. 

‘ The information given by the 
umpire during a game is eagerly 
looked for by the contestants. A 
capture or check may or may not be 
yery illuminating to both sides. A 
rare example occurred in one of the 
tournament games recently played 
between Roberts and Dobkin. It 
is doubtful whether an umpire ever 
Fave away more information than 
happened at this point in the posi- 
ion shown in the diagram.

It should be explained that on 
Robert’s board only the white pawn 
at QKt5 was correctly placed.

Ruby Lee Minar, owner and de- 
veloper of Lee Heights, Va., an- 
nounced yesterday that sales in sec- 
tion 7, Lee Heights, which was 
placed on the market July 10, had 
totaled $80,000 for the remaining 
three weeks of the month.

An entirely different procedure 
in conducting the real estate course 
which will begin in the Y. M. C 
night school under the auspices of 
the Washington Real Estate board, 
November "1, has been planned. 

Heretofore the course has con- 
sisted wholly of lectures by out- 
standing men in the .financial and 
real estate business of the city. Ac- 
cording to James P. Schick, execu- 
tive secretary of the real estate 
board, the new plans call for the 
lecture system as heretofore, but in 
addition thereto textbooks on vari- 
ous real estate subjeets will be used. 
Students will be required to attend 
the lectures and to pursue a certain 
amount of reading each week on 
the various subjects in the curricu- 
lum, 

Following the completion of the 
course, as a proper indication that 
the full amount of reading has been 
done, together with the record of 
the student during the various 
quizzes which will be given, a cer- 
tificate will be issue certifying 
that the successful student has 
properly completed the course. 

A. H. Lawson has been appointed 
chairman of the real estate board’s 
forum committee, and this com- 
mittee will conduct a series of lec- 
tures for the members of the board. 
These lecturés will be arranged and 
given by competent speakers who 
will be selected for their ability to 
impart to the real estate men tech- 
nical information in respect to the 
realty business and the assets of 
the National Capital.

BANKRUPTCY FRAUDS 
HIT BY AMENDED LAW 


New York’s Altered Statutes 
Aim at Collusion With 


Creditors. 


New York, Aug. 7 (By A. P.).— 
Fraudulent bankruptcies, which 
have been a thorn in the side of 
honest business for many years, 
will face severe setbacks in amend- 
ments to the present laws’ which 
will become operative August 27. 

Bankruptcy laws, originally were 
constructed to aid honest debtors 
in freeing themselves of insur- 
mountable obstacles. However, 
losses attributable to fraudulent 
bankruptcies have constituted “a 
real menace to the business struc- 
ture of the nation,’”’ says the Amer- 
ican Institute of Accountants. 

Complaints against the present 
law, which the accountants assert 
the amendments will rectify, in- 
clude the following:

ARM NOW BELIEVES. 


SEMIAUTOMATIC 19 
PERFECTED WEAPON 


Tests Have Developed Piece 
That Meets All Require- 
ments of obhone 


MANY YEARS ARE SPENT 
IN ARMY EXPERIMENTS 
Various Branches Will Give 
Views on Type of Rifle 
They Need. 


The army ordnance authorities, 
after many years of experimenta- 


tion and development, believe they | 


have reached the point where a; 
satisfactory semiautomatic shoulder | 
rifle is in sight. Such a rifle would | 
fire a shot with every pull of the| 
trigger until the magazine is empty 
as distinguished from a full auto- 
matic, which fires continuously so 
long as the trigger is held pressed. 

During the development period, 
many pieces have been brought for- 
ward only to be discarded for one 
reason or another. The recent per- 
formances of the Thompson, Garand 
and Pedersen rifles have been such 
that, although they are not entirely 
satisfactory from every standpoint, 
they mark a decided advance over 
what has gone before. 

Work on the semiautomatic has 
been carried on by the army 
ordnance department with the as- 
sumption that the using branches of 
the service would want. a weapon of 
that kind, if they could get one, 
but so far no definite official asser- 
tion has been made in behalf of 
those branches. As a matter of 
fact, there is a decided difference of 
Opinion among army Officers as to 
whether a semiautomatic shoulder 
rifle would be advantageous from 
the military standpoint. 

In order that the chief of ord- 
nance may be advised as to the 
wishes of the branches that have the 
shoulder rifle as their principal 
weapon, and thus be prepared to 
govern himself accordingly, the 
chiefs of infantry and cavalry re- 
cently were asked for their views 
and recommendations on the supb- 
ject. The replies that may be made 
are awaiting with great interest, 
not only by the ordnance experts, 
but by the army generally. If the 
infantry and cavalry say that they 
do want a semiautomatic, then 
their views as to caliber will be 
sought, and the ordnance depart- 
ment will be prepared to furnish 
ballistic data with respect to cali- 
bers that vary from the prevailing 
.30 of the Springfield service rifle. 


Changes Necessitated. 


Involved in the situation are a/| 
multitude of factors that have to 
be considered in reaching a solu- 
tion of the equation. A semiauto- 
matic shoulder rifle, with its possi- 
bilities of greatly increased rate of 
fire, probably would necessitate 
changes in infantry and cavalry or- 
ganizations. It certainly would re- 
quire changes in tactics, and would 
have a material bearing on stra- 
tegy. Moreover, ammunition supply 
is a vital element to be considered 
and there are those that believe 
that reduction of caliber offers a 
solution, or at any rate a lessening 
of the burdens that would be im- 
posed on the service of supply in 
feeding ammunition to troops in 
front lines armed with semiauto- 
matic weapons. 

The latest semiautomatic shoul- 
der rifles that have been under con- 
sideration by the army ordnance 
department are those of caliber .30 
designed by John C. Garand, a ci- 
vilian ordnance expert of Spring- 
field armory, Mass., and Brig. Gen. 
John C. Thompson, ordnance re- 
serve corps, colonel, U. S. army, re- 
tired, and a.calibre .276 rifle after 
designs of J. D. Pedersen, a civilian 
ordnance expert employed at that 
armory. 

Some time ago the Garand and 
Thompson rifles were put through 
a course of firings under the aus- 
pices of the infantry board at Fort 
Benning, Ga. Thereafter certain 
modifications were made in each 
piece, and later some of each were 
sent to Fort Benning and also .to 
the cavalry board at Fort Riley, 
Kans. As a result of recommenda- 
tions recently coming from the in- 
fantry board, additional changes 
will be made in the Garand rifle 
and the manufacturers of the 
Thompson rifle have been given op- 
portunity to modify theirs, if they 
»so desire. The modified pieces then 
will be subjected to further tests. 

Only one Pedersen rifle so far has 
been made. It went through firing 
demonstrations at Springfield, Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Md., Wash- 
ington and other places, and it is 
reported to be a promising piece. 
Following these demonstrations, 
improved ammunition was designed 
for it. Some weeks ago orders 
were given for the manufacture of 
20 of the Pedersen rifles, but it 
probably will be about a year be- 
fore they are ready. 

In any way the situation is ap- 
proaciied, the process of rearming 
the service with a samiautomatic 
shoulder rifle would spread over a 
number of yeara in the most favor- 
‘able circumstances. 


Expense Involved. 


Even if the using services at once 
united in recommending adoption of 
a semiautomatic of a certain cali- 
ber, and the ordnance department 
were ready with such a rifle that 


was satisfeetory in mechanical] and 


military aspects, it proably would 
take about two years to get it into 
production, providefi the required 
funds were available. However, 
the ordnance department is not 
ready to approve any of the semi- 
automatics that so far have come 
- to its attention.

PLEAOING 10 OFFICERS 


Second Unit - Sees Corps 
to Be Formed to Work at 
Edgewood Arsenal. 


WARFARE DUTIES GIVEN

NEW LINE MAY TAP 
ARCTIC MINING ZONE: 


Tanana. Alaska, Aug. 6 (By A. 
P.).—An extension of the Alaska 
railroad from Fairbanks to the Yu- 
kon river and thence north along 
the Chandalar ‘river, a survey of 
which is proposed by a bill in Con- 
gress, would tap an undeveloped 
area north of Brooks range 600 
miles long and 100 wide. 
Placer mining camps have 
pushed ‘beyond the arctic circle 
into the foothills south of Brooks 
range. Stories are. told here of 
prospectors who reached the top of 
the range but, dependent on rifle 
and fishhook for food, did not go 
on to work streams flowing north 
to the Arctic ocean. 

Streams whose heads are known 
to cut into a lime formation cap- 
ping the Brooks range bear nug- 
gets of gold, silver and copper in 
raw state, indicating mineral de- 
posits in the divide region. A bed 
of black gold has been reported in 
the extreme north on the arctic

LL is grist that comes to the mills of the movie magnates. 
f \ Quick to sense the essence of popularity in any untried field, they 


have turned to newspapers, the oracles of things today, for inspiration, 
and the result has been comedies founded on the comic strips and on 
magazine articles from the daily press. 

As an example one of the most popular pictures presented here in 
many months is “Ella Cinders,’’ adapted from the comic strip of the 
same name in The Washington Post, and which has just concluded an 
eight-day run at the Metropolitan, ‘‘The Man in the Brown Derby” has 
also been filmed by First National, with Johnny Hines in the leading 
role and will be shown here shortly.

Few of the millions of fans who 
hail Betty Compson as one of the 
leading lights of the screen know 
that this popular star once played 
first fiddle in a three-piece orches- 


tra in a tiny vaudeville and movie 
house in Salt Lake City. 

Straitened family circumstances 
forced Miss Compson, long before 
she was 16, to earn a living as a 
violinist. The pay was $15 weekly. 
Now she is one of the highest sal- 
aried screen stars in Hollywood. 

The entertainment at the little 
theater where she played comprised 
two reels of film and three acts of 
vaudeville. One of these acts failed 
to appear one day. ‘The manager 
asked her to fill in for a week as 
soloist. Here was a_ dilemma. 
Betty had no evening gown. 

While Betty was hesitating it 
occurred to her that Nonette, a well 
known violinist of vaudeville, 
garbed herself as a gypsy. . Betty 
came to a quick decision. She as- 
sented to the manager’s proposal. 
And that night she stepped on the 
stage of the theater rigged out in 
a window curtain, a sash-dress out 
of her mother’s trunk, head-dress 
and earrings, with her hair down 
and her feet bare.

PATRONS OF 
PALACE COOL 


Today marks the inauguration of 
the second week of operation at 
Loew’s. Palace of an achievement 
in summer theater comfort which, 
up to the time that the Palace in- 
stalled its mammoth new cooling 
system and placed it in operation 
last Sunday afternoon, seemed ab- 
solutely impossible to attain. 

Perhaps:»no day during the past 
week more clearly demonstrated 
the wonderful capacity of this new 
system to reduce inner theater tem- 
peratures to the comfort point than 
last Tuesday afternoon, when the 
thermometer flirted boldly with the 
middle 90’s along’F street. 

Stepping djrectly from the heat 
and glare of F street into the lobby 
of Loew’s Palace, one immediately 
became aware of a sudden drop in 
the temperature that was as cool- 
ing as a sudden dip into forest 
glades. The actual difference in 
temperature between the _ street 
and the lobby was close to 15 de- 
grees, for the lobby temperature 
was around 80 with the thermo- 
meters along F street showing at 
96, 

A further surprise was in store. 
however, when one passed from 
the lobby into the auditorium 
proper, for one became conscious of 
a further drop in temperature that 
lowered the house thermometer to 
72. One instinctively felt that the 
girl ushers in their cool, white 
dresses, must be actually shivering, 
but a moment’s stay accustomed 
one to the change and brought a 
comforting sense that here was one 


‘ auditorium, at least, where perspi- 


ration had no opportunity to come 
forth and be wiped. 

The ‘proper operation of the new 
cooling plant requires that at all 
times the doors between the street 
and the lobby and between the 
lobby and the auditorium proper 
be kept,closed, thus gradually ac- 
customing patrons to the materi- 
ally lower temperatures of the 
theater by a_ gradual transition 
from street to lobby. 

On cool days, it is the plan of the 
management to permit the inner 
temperature to rise a trifle, but 
throughout the heated term, the 
interior of Loew’s Palace will 
maintain a temperature from 72 to 
75 degrees, never more.

WORLD celebration of the cen- 
A tenary of the death of Lud- 
wig Beethoven, the composer, 
will be held next year and in Amer- 
ica the formal tributes to Bee. 
thoven’s genius are being arranged 
ufider the auspices of the Beethoven 
centennial memorial committee, 
with headquarters in New York 
city. 
One of the objectsgof the com- 
mittee is to sponsor programs of 
Beethoven compositions by eminent 
artists, studies of the life and works 
of the composer and to bring him 
generally before the public during 
the centennial year. 
. Many of the programs will cen- 
ter around the production of his 
less-known works in order to famil- 
iarize the musical public with all 
the wonders of this master of 
music. 

It is interesting-to note that Bee- 
thoven was the author and first ex- 
ponent of a ‘“‘musical declaration 
of independence.’’ This freedom 
consisted in freeing himself from 
the domination of the patrons of 
this fine art. Musicians in those 
early days were subject to the 
whims and fancies of their rich 
patrons.

News comes from Paris that Alex- 
ander Russell, concert director of 
the Wanamaker auditorium, has 
made definite arrangements _ to 
bring to America during the com- 
ing season M. Louis Vierne, famous 
French composer and for many 
years titular organist of Notre 
Dame cathedral, Paris. M. Vierne’s 
first American tour will be Hmited 
to two months only—February and 
March, 1927——his American debut 
to take place in the New York Wan- 
amaker auditorium in a Vierne fes- 
tival consisting of three recitals 
early in February. > 

For several years, ever since M. 
Vierne returned to his post at Notre 


Dame after a long illness, rumors 
have been abroad in America con- 
cerning his projected tour, but it 
remained for the auditorium con- 
cert direction to translate these ex- 
pectations into concrete facts. M. 


Vierne thus follows in the path of 
Courboin, Dupre, Bossi, Hollins and 
other famous organists introduced 
through the Wanamaker organiza- 
tion. 

The compositions of Louis Vierne, 
particularly in the field of organ 
music, have long ago won him a 
position of international fame. His 
five organ symphonies are in the 
repertoire of every organist who 
makes any claim to distinction. 
These symphonies, modeled upon 
the lines developed by Widor, are 
a step further along the path of 
organ composition, and it will be a 
privilege for organists, students and 
lovers of organ music generally to 
have the opportunity of hearing 
them played by the composer him- 
self upon an American organ where 
their orchestral possibilities may 
be disclosed to their fullest extent. 

Trained in the severe school of 
French musicians, pupil of Franck, 
Widor and other notable composers, 
Vierne won the first prize in organ 
in 1894 at the age of 24. Two 
years previously he had been ap- 
pointed Widor’s assistant at St. Sul- 
pice and became Guilmant’s dssist- 
ant at the conservatory until the 
death of the master in 1911. Among 
his own pupils Vierne has ‘num- 
bered many of the foremost ‘inter- 
preters not only of Francé but 
America and England. The hames 
of the great Dupre, of Bonnet, Ja- 
cob, Barie and Boulanger alone are 
sufficient commentary on this fact. 

Always noted for his gift of im- 
provisation, M. Vierne has served 


his pupils. As a performer he has 
been noted for the clarity and puri- 
ty of his style, mellowed by! years 
of experience. It is said that M. 
Vierne is preparing a special ar- 
rangement for orchestra and ‘organ 
of certain movements from his sym- 
phonies grouped together under the 
title of ‘Pieces Symphoniques,”’ 
which he will play for the first time

The teeth are largely made up 
of calcium. They receive a supply 
of calcium from the body in order 
to be kept in proper chemical com- 
position. If the system lacks cal- 
cium the teeth of the child will 
lack calcium, with the result that 
cavities develop. 

This calcium supply is important 
because the child’s body makes its 
greatest growth before the perma- 
nent teeth start coming in. It 
needs a healthy set of teeth to get 
the full nourishment of food that 
stimulates the growth of the jaws 
and teeth as well as the rest of the 
body. The child will then have the 
strength to resist the many infec- 
tions that come during childhood. 

The diet should contain solid 
food of a kind that will as- 
sure thorough cleansing of the 
teeth by the food itself. It also 
should give such pleasure in chew- 
ing that the child will not get the 
habit of bolting its food. A simple 
way of assuring this is to have 
toast or crusty bread rolls at meal 
time instead of plain bread. 


Daily Apple Keeps Dentist Away. 


The meal for the child should be 
so arranged that it doesn’t end 
with starches or sugars which will 
lodge or stick about the teeth. That 
is, a meal shouldn’t end with bread 
or jam or sweet puddings or foods 
with a large amount of sugars. 

When these foods are eaten, it is 
well to have them followed with 
fresh fruit. Fruit stimulates mas- 
tication and as it is the last thing 
taken, it leaves the mouth free from 
carbohydrates. The apple_is the 
best of all fresh fruits with which 
to clean the mouth and teeth. 

Here is a good list of foods for 
the child to have on its diet, as they 
supply the necessary calcium and

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SMITHSONIAN 
SHOWS FIFTY 
BEST PRINTS 


’N exhibition looked forward to 
A with a great deal of interest 
has just been put in place at 
the Smithsonian institution. This is 
‘known as the “Fifty Prints of the 
Year,’ and purports to show the 
best in representative art of this 
character which has been produced 
recently. Of the fifty prints twenty- 
five show conservative work and 
twenty-five are representative of 
the modern «trends in art. The 
prints have been chosen by Ernest 
D. Roth, former president of the 
Brooklyn Society of Etchers, who 
selected the twenty-five prints of 
the conservative school, and Ralph 
M. Pearson, etcher and author of 
‘‘How to See Modern Pictures,’”’ who 
is responsible for the modern ex- 
amples. 


These prints were selected for 
exhibition by the American Insti- 
tute of Graphic Arts. They are be- 
ing shown in various cities and are 
to be an annual feature. August 
was chosen for Washington as the 
month in which the greatest num- 
ber of visitors see the exhibitions 
at the Smithsonian and the National 
gallery. The prints occupy four 
cases in the division of graphic arts 
and are favorably placed for easy 
inspection. The presentation of 
these two groups of work, so funda- 
mentally opposed in character, will 
provoke more or léss give and take 
ef critical opinion it is hoped. 

In inaugurating ““‘Fifty Prints of 
the Year,’’ the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts has taken the posi- 
tion that the importance of the 
work being done by the abler art- 
ists of the so-called ‘‘modern”’ 
school entitles it to full and fair 
consideration at the hands of the 
American public and is therefore 
showing it on an equal footing 
with the more familiar and widely 
favored conservative or _ repre- 
sentative school. A measure of 
significance may attach, indeed, to 
this exhibition from the fact that, 
though modern prints have had 
ample recognition in individual 
local exhibitions for many years, 
this is the first effort in this coun- 
try to give them full recognition 
in an annual national showing. 


Modernism . Defined. 


In arranging to place these fifty 
prints on view, the institute in- 
vited both Mr. Roth and Mr. Pear- 
son to contribute statements for 
inclusion in the catalogue of the 
exhibition outlining the  view- 
points of the two opposed schools. 
Mr. Roth felt that the prints made 
in the representative or traditional 
manner require no interpretation 
—that this work is so familiar 
that it speaks for itself. The work 
of the modern school, howeyer, 
has not yet reached that stage 
where its objectives are widely un- 
derstood. 


In his definition of modern art 
Mr. Pearson says in part: 

‘In choosing the prints for the 
so-called ‘modern’ section of the 
‘Fifty Prints of the Year’.exhibition, 
I have tried to find those which, in 
a marked degree, included the qual- 
ities associated with classic expres- 
sion. * * * Measured by this 
standard, we find enduring works as | 
diverse in time and place as those 
of the African negro, the Assyrian, 
the Hopi Indian, paleolithic cave 
men, the masters of the Renais- 
sance. All have a common basic 
relationship in their joint posses- 
sion * * * of the qualities which 
chiefly determine their classicism. 
‘Modern’ art is no more than a re- 
assimilation of these basic laws and 
a new bending of them to the pur- 
poses of the living expression of to- 
day. Such expression is creative. 
It is because it releases the re- 
sources of artists to tempered crea- 
tive expression that so fires the im- 
agination and stimulates the abili- 
ties of those who comprehend it 
both among artists and laymen. 

“The printmakers whose work is 
here shown have brought, in my 
Opinion, the vitality of the new ap- 
proach into the fleld of American 
prints. Each has something to say, 
not above superficial facts, but 
above essential realities of life or 
nature. Each says it through the 
ordered control of creative design. 
alan The group as it stands, I 
think, is fairly representative of the 
best that has grown out of post- 
impressionism in the field of Amer- 
ican prints. It is also a unity even 
while it shows the great diversity 
possible from basic conformity to 
common laws. 

“Different degrees of sophistica- 
tion in design are represented, from 
the simple two-dimension formulae 
of Tannahill and Lohman, and the 
simple three-dimensional formula 
of Reiss, to the more subtle and 
complicated organizations of Web- 
er, ‘istnlka and Buller. * * * It is 
the unity in diversity that the en- 
tire group is meant to. stress. 
Awareness of it is probably the key 
to awareness of creative expression 
and structural organization in pic- 
‘torial art, which, if true, implies 
itg stu to be a matter of con- 
siderable importance. The modern 
group provides this opportunity for 
study.” 

For purposes of illustration of 
the two schools represented in the 
exhibition, an example, of each is 
given. The work of a conservative 
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. is shown in Kerr Eby’s work in dry- 


point entitled ‘Spring Plowing.”’ 
This shows a very definite French 
fcene wherein a peasant is bending 
to his work with the plow while his 
oxen strain at their task. The pic- 
ture.requires no exercise of the im- 
agination. It is distinct and easily 
explained, being the delineation of 
a particular field, man and oxen.

reflects from the Maine coast, but 
a vivid impressison of an immensity 
of light and color. 

In the group of conservatives 
John Taylor Arms is represented by 
two etchings done with a wealth of 
detail entitled ‘‘Angouleme’”’ and 
“La Giralda.”’ 


esque old man entitled “‘The Wan- 
derer.”” Frank Benson is repre- 
sented by two etchings, “Flying 
Brant’? and “Old Tom,” a delight- 
fully portrayed old duck hunter, 
with his gun. 

Childe Hassam has two lovely 
etchings, “‘Spring in Charleston,” 
shawing a typical old Southern 
house with its tangled adornment 
of trailing greenery, and ‘“‘Wash- 
ington Elms in April,” showing a 
charming glimpse of Lafayette 
square, with a glimpse of St. John’s 
church revealed through the elm 
branches. ‘“The Bargemen,”’ by 
Eugene Higgins, is a drypoint 
showing the barge with its line of 
weary boatmen straining at their 
oars. Troy Kinney has two lovely 
etchings entitled “April’’ and “‘The 
Swallows,” both showing dancing 
figures of matchless grace and 
lightness. 


Other Examples. 


Allen Lewis contributes two 
wood cuts entitled ‘‘The Archer” 
and ‘‘The Cow in Appletime.’’ Roi 
Partridge has two etchings, ‘“‘The 
Lone Pine’’ and ‘‘Pollard, Willows.” 
Louis C. Rosenberg is represented 
by a beautiful etching showing St. 
Etienne, Toulouse, and Ernest D. 
Roth contributes one of the most 
beautiful etchings exhibited depict- 
ing an elaborate scene in Venice. 
Ralph Ruzicka, whose wood cuts 
are well known, has sent a charm- 
ing example of his work in this me- 
dium in a Slovakian landscape, 
while Charles H. Woodbury. shows 
two exquisitely delicate etchings 
entitled ‘‘Breaking Wave” and ‘‘The 
Pilot.’’ 

To the group of moderns Peggy 
Bacon contributes an_ etching, 
“Country Dressmaking,’’ showing 
a typical country group of mother 
and two daughters before the hard- 
worked local sewing woman; also 
a very clever etching entitled ‘‘Hat- 
tie,” picturing a scene in a Bowery 
cafe. Cecil Buller has two wood 
cuts showing in modern manner 
“The Dancers,”’ and “The Jugglers.” 
Rockwell Kent has two wood cuts, 
“The Blue Bird” and ‘‘Voyaging.”’ 
Both are representative Kent pic- 
tures, the first a child chasing a 
bird and the second picturing with 
a good deal of detail a young man 
with a pack, resting on his west- 
ward journey. Erika Lohman 
shows a linoleum cut entitled ‘‘Af- 
rican Phantasie,’’ and John Marin 
exhibits a very fine etching from 
the modern point of view. It is en- 
titled ‘‘Woolworth Building,’”’ and 
presents a contrast in high and low 
buildings. 

Arnold Ronnebeck contributes 
two outstanding woad cuts entitled 
“Brooklyn Bridge’ and ‘Wall 
Street.’”’ The latter shows the can- 
yon-like aspect of this street in an 
impressive manner. A very charm- 
ing example and typical of the work 
of the post-impressionists is a lith- 
ograph by Charles Sheeler entitled 
‘Sailboats.”’ It is simply a group 
of sails, produced with the elimina- 
tion of every unnecessary detail, 
and. is a fine example of lightness 
and grace, as is Jan Matulka’s ‘‘New 
York,” an expression of solidity, 
weight and material strength. Ralph 
M. Pearson contributes to the show 
which he assisted in arranging a 
very fine etching entitled ‘‘Moun- 
tains at Llano.’ This is done in 
the modern manner, and is fully 
qualified to fulfill the mission of 
the post-impressidnist artist, as he 
himself has outlined it: ‘“‘That ob- 
fervers can again get rich emo- 
tional experience from pictures—— 
can see through the eyes of artists

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BERTHA JAQUES MAKES 
CHICAGO ETCHING CENTER; 
ST. GAUDENS PLANS SHOW

HICAGO, Aug. 5 —In the realm 
& of art few forms are as popu- 

lar at present as etching and 
various prints. The artist who has 
had as much as any other to make 
this form of art popular is Bertha 
Jaques of the Chicago Society of 
Etchers. This society is a national 
orgamgeation with international af- 
fillations and has been greatly in- 
strumental in awakening interest 
in etching throughout the country. 
In 1910 Mrs. Jaques, an amateur, 
realizing that there was no live 
society to make exhibitions in the 
United States, organized this society 
and has been the secretary since. 
As secretary she has done all the 
work of organizing and collecting 
the’ exhibitions as well as deciding 
what etchings were to be exhibited. 
The scope of the organization has 
grown until now there are active 
members from France, Sweden, 
Germany, England, Canada, Japan 
and India. 


The members of the society call 
her ‘‘Little Mother’? and all are 
her children for she has endeared 
herself to them by her devotion to 
their interests, and what she has 
accomplished for them and espe- 
cially the young and unknown ar- 
este whose work merits recogni- 
tion. 


Known In Capital. 


In Washington Mrs. Jaques has 
a direct connection, for she is one 
of the persons who help to select 
the etchings that are to be exhib- 
ited in the Smithsonian building 
throughout the year. Her prints 
are in the Library of Congress. 
was at the suggestion of Mr. Tol- 
man of the department of graphic 
arts of the Smithsonian Institution 
that a visit was made to the home 
of Mrs. Jaques in Chicago. It was 
as if one had discovered a rare 
and exotic flower in an unusual 
place. ‘Mrs. Jaques is a most ac- 
tive person and her influence in the 
West is far reaching. 

Not only is she the moving force 
in the Chicago Society of Etchers, 
but she is active in prémulgating 
the understanding 6f etchings and 
prints in her talks and lectures 
before the many women's clubs, 
museums and art societies through- 
out the country, especially in the 
South and West. Through her in- 
fluence she has awakened an ap- 
preciation of etchings that did not 
exist ten or fifteen years ago. Not 
only does she explain the process 
of etching on the copper platé, its 
preparation and final printing, but 
before the audience she prints her 
etchings with her own press and 


explains the process and the use 


of the various tools. 

Then she illustrates the history 
of etching with prints of many of 
the well-known etchers and with 
her own fine prints which are the 
acme of the art of etching. So 
she is now regarded as an author- 
ity on etching. . 


A visit to her studio revealed 
that she had worked as a pioneer 
in her art. When she began to 
study there were only two books 
available on the subject, and tools 
and a printing press of her own 
were objects difficult to obtain. 
Many of her tools were made by 
her husband, who is a surgeon and 
an inventor. The entire top floor 
of her house in Chicago is devoted 
to her etching and printing. There 
she has worked for years and has 
obtained prints of her many wan- 
derings in many lands. 

A visit to Japan opened a new 
world of delight to her observing 
eyes which was depicted with her 
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facile needle on her return. When 
in a strange country she makes 
sketches with pencil and then on 
her return makes them permanent 
on the copper plate. Recently she 
has returned from the far West, 
where she made sketches of the 
country in and around Taos, New 
Mexico. She sketches the adobe 
houses, the Indians, the sage bush 
country and the landscape of that 
picturesque country. Nothing 
could be a greater contrast than 
Japan and the country of the Indi- 
ans, yet she has been responsive 
to both and has given of the 
beauty and the charm of each in 
an inimitable way. 

In Japan her stay was enriched 
by the acquaintance with Helen 
Hyde, who has really interpreted 
that country, its children particu- 
larly, and its people with under- 
standing appreciation. Helen Hyde 
introduced the picturesque possi- 
bilities of Japan through ‘her 
etchings to the American public. 
Through her studies of Chinatown 
in San Francisco, of Japanese chil- 
dren in her block prints, soft 
ground etchings and prints, she has 
not only made her subjects popular, 
but has acquired fame as well. Mrs. 
Jaques has written an appreciation 
of Helen Hyde and her art in a most 
illuminating brochure, in. which one 
artist interprets another. 


Also Writes Poetry. 


She has also written a small 
book, ‘‘Concerning Etchings,’’ and 
a book of poems that are as lovely 
as a rare etching. A delightful bit 
is the following: 

“The moon went by my window, 
I saw her trail of light, 
But heard no sound of footsteps 
As she passed me in the night; 
Only rustlings of her garments, 
As she moved among the trees, 
Through little purple shadows, 

Accompanied by a breeze.’” 


And so is this: 


‘June called 

And the iris stood at attention, 
With green lances at rest 
And waving banners of blue; 
To salute a roving band 

Of monarch butterflies, 
In velvet cloaks 
Of yellowy brown and black 
On plunder bent.’”’

But, after all, it is the quality of 
her etchings that have won her 
recognition and upon which her 
title to artistic luminence rests.

her etchings of plants printed in 
color. These are quite unlike the 
colored prints of etchings and of 
flowérs that we have ever seen.

Shown by St. Gauden’s. 


Augustus St. Gaudens, on his 
return from Europe where he had 
been for three months in search of 
paintings for the forthcoming in- 
ternational exhibition at the Car- 
negie Institute this fall said that 
art across the Atlantic is moving 
in its way toward a saner point of 
view and a greater vitality. WHe 
announced that he had arranged to 
bring back 250 foreign paintings 
for the exhibition representing six- 
teen countries, including Norway, 
Hungary and Roumania,’ which 
have not been represented before. 
Mr. St. Gaudens said further: 

“The nature of the exhibition 
may be judged from the fact that 
the European section will be head- 
ed by a ‘one man _ show’ by 
Augustus John, the outstanding 
English painter, who has achieved 
such phenomenal Success here dn 
recent years. 

“‘New and important painters are 
as rare aS ever in the world these 
days. But among those who have 
hitherto been little known in the 
United States, but who are of un- 
questioned brilliance and position 
aboard, are Lelice Carena, of Italy, 
Antonio Ortiz Echague and Gustavo 
Bacarisas, of Spain; Louis Buis- 
seret, of Belgium; E. G. Stoenesco, 
of Roumania, and Edvard Munch, 
of Norway. 

“Later there will come to the 
United States members of the jury 
of awards, Emile Rene Menard, of 
France; Charles Sims, of England, 
and Giovanni Romagnoli, of Italy. 
They will distribute the prizes with 
three fine American painters, Gif- 
ford Beal, Howard Giles, and 
Charles W. Hawthorne.” 

He said further: 

“With all due respect to the great 


tion, free to enjoy only what stimu- 
lates us both now and from the 
past. 

“‘Many of the men from our own 
land and from Europe today are far 
finer than many of those unskilled 
painters of long ago who are blindly 
worshiped by our would-be ‘Cog- 
noscenti’ who repeat without what 
Prof. Jones or Dr. Brown may tell 
them in order to establish their ar- 
tistic posturing on pecuniary ped- 
estals. 

“What the American public 
should learn today is to cleave to 
its own faith, whatever it may be, 
but at the same time to look with 
interest at the art of yesterday, at 
Giotto, at the art of other races, at 
Houkusai and in our own day at 
the art of Romagnoli on the one 
hand or at the art of Picasso on 
the other, to select that it likes. 
bear with charity and tolerance 
what it does not, but always be 
honest with its own emotions and 
not contemptuous toward those of 
others. 


in our craftsmen, for if we do not 
encourage them we will have no old 
masters tomorrow. We should look 
not backward but forward in this 
land of ours as we do in machinery 
or literature. We should welcome 
the fine artist and discourage the 
neurotic poseur. Then we will have 
more to look forward to than ever 
had an Italian hill town in the finest 
days of the renaissance. 


40 From England. 


‘‘We will have a total of about 40 
paintings from Great Britain. The 
section will be rather more ad- 
vanced than last year, though al- 
ways it is to be remembered that 
England is the land of sanity, not of 
enthusiasms, and that its art has 
both the virtues and the limitations 
of its sanity. But in recent years it 
has been noticed that England had 
become not so much less academic 
as more full of youth. 

“We will have work .from the 
hands of all the painters with which 
we are familiar. William Orpen, a 
brilliant creator of figures and por-

JEFFERSON IS PORTRAYED 
| AS THE MAN, RATHER THAN 
THE STATESMAN, BY NOCK 


It is but natural that the cente- 
nary of the death of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, July 4, 1826, should be the sig- 


nal for another output of biogra- 
phies and commentaries on the life 
and works of. .this most remarkable 
man. As a matter of fact few 
Americans have had more written 
about them than Thomas Jefferson. 
There are no less than 25 biogra- 
phies of the sage of Monticello ex- 
tant. 

Among the centenary volumes 
which have attracted wide atten- 
tion is ‘‘Jefferson,’’ by Albert Jay 
Nock (Harcourt, Brace & Co.) who 
really succeeded in saying some- 
thing new about his subject. 

Naturally, Mr. Nock, a political 
economist and editor of no mean 
powers, has studied Jefferson from 
that angle more than any other one. 
He also shows us the many-sided 
Jefferson, the lawyer, farmer, arch- 
itect, builder, mathematician, natu- 
ral scientist, classical scholar, dip- 
lomat and statesman. 

Yet it is a glimpse of the man 
i rather than of the politician, diplo- 
mat and statesman Mr. Nock has 
‘accorded us. He is not indifferent 
to the philosopher Jefferson, how- 
ever. In fact, he exalts this phase 
of the life of Jefferson. 


Distaste for Capital. 


The author finds in Jefferson a 
representative of the producing 
class rather than of the exploiting 
class. It is to be assumed that by 
this he has read into the fine de- 
mocracy of Jefferson a distaste for 
capital and its ways. Mr. Nock 
should have remembered that Mr. 
Jefferson, while a democrat in 
heart, soul and mind, was an aris- 
tocrat in his personal life. His 
plantations and farms and, above 
all. his beloved Monticello repre- 
sented capital reinforced by gen- 
erations of labor. He knew the 
happy mean between possession 
and obsession where property is 
concerned. 

Jefferson was no mere dreamer 
of future Utopias. He sought to 
work out a concrete plan of gov- 
ernment which should bring to all 
men the happiness whose pursuit 
he declared the just right of every 
man. That Jefferson had social 
vision far beyond that possessed by 
many men in his age and time is 
undoubted, and Mr. Nock has done 
a decided service in his book in 
emphasizing this fact. 

It is amusing to note that Mr. 
Jefferson preferred the Vice Presi- 
dency to that of the actual first 
place and stated once that the Vice 
Presidential office ‘‘afforded philo- 
sophical evenings in the winter 
and rural days in the summer.’’ 
Political fence building was ob- 
noxious to his nature and he never 
bothered to build up a political 
machine of any kind while he was 
in office. 

Theodore Roosevelt is the only 
other President who rivals Jeffer- 


Paul Bernard and Louis Charlot 
from the Salon des Tuilleries, Paul 
Silgnac and Pierre Laprade from 
the Salon des Independents, and 
Jean Louis Forain and Albert An- 
dre from the Salon de la Nationale. 


Coming From Italy. 


“Our Italian contingent is ex- 
tremely full of vitality. Today art 
in Italy is passing through a new 
renaissance under the inspiration 
that Mussolini has given to the 
whole national life. There will be 
some new names, for instance, Pri- 
mo Conti and Alberto Salietti and 
Gino Parin, the portrait painter of 
Trieste. 

“Spain, not as decorative a coun- 
try as Italy, is vastly more con- 
trasted. It will prove to have in- 
creased brilliantly over a year ago. 
There will be a group of leaders 
who have not hitherto been known 
in our country, such as Antonio 
Ortz Echague and Gustavo Bearias. 
The latter is a decorative painter. 
His work is uuusual in mellow rich- 
ness.”’ 

After appearing in the depart- 
ment of fine arts at the Carnegie 
institute. the exhibition will then 
be shown in the Cleveland Art mu- 


son in his abiding interest in what 
was going on in the world of 
science, nature, politics and litera- 
ture. Whenever Jefferson heard of 
a new development in any of these 
fields he never rested until he had 
learned more about it. 

As a horticulturist he was un- 
surpassed in his generation. The 
present author says: ‘In the course 
of five years Mr. Jefferson may be 
said to have examined every useful 
tree and plant in western Europe 
and studied its cultivation.’’ He 
made of Monticello a great experi- 
ment station in everything that was 
new, practical an@ beautiful. 

The mind of Jefferson was not 
content with modern culture. He 
delved deep into the classics for 
the treasures therein. The Indian 
tongues were a lifetime study with 
him. and he compiled Indian vo- 
cabularies stolen from his trunks 
on his last journey from Washing- 
ton to Monticello, an irreparable 
loss to the world. 

The new theory of leaving the 
classics out of college curriculums 
would have met with scant favor 
from him because he defended their 
use always as of practical value or 
at least a justifiable luxury. He 
was interested in literary style, but 
was not a purist in practice. Once 
he told Edward Everett: ‘‘I readily 
sacrifice the niceties of syntax to 
euphony and strength.”’ Others 
whose works will outlive those of 
the purists per se have done the 
self-same thing. Jefferson appears 
to have foreseen an ‘‘American lan- 
| guage,’’ and did not join those who 
were disturbed by this possible 
adulteration of the Exclish lan- 
guage. At one time *‘'+. Jefferson, 
so Mr. Nock declares, c. 7 smplated 
the study of Gaelic, but whether ac- 
complishment followed desire is 
not now known. 


University Dearest Project. 


As Mr. Nock points out, the 
project dearest to the heart of Mr. 
Jefferson was the University of 
Virginia. He was the “father of 
the University of Virginia,’’ and 
he asked that this fact be in- 
scribed on his tombstone. And it 
was so inscribed. 


It is a desolate picture Mr. Nock 
draws of the last days of Jefferson, 
harassed by financial cares result- 
ant from overgenerosity. Indeed, 
six ixonths before his death he. was 
in actual danger of being turned 
out of doors. It is to the credit of 
the Americans of that day that 
when Mr. Jefferson’s straits be- 
came known that gifts were sent 
in such amounts as to ease the 
present embarrassment. 

So the Sage of Monticello died 
in the belief that his debts were 
taken care of and his “family as- 
sured of a permanent home at 
Monticello.”” However, within six 
months most of his personal prop- 
erty was sold for debts and all of 
it within a year. His daughter and 
her family were turned out of their 
home and Monticello passed into 
alien hands to remain there for a 
century until the gratitude. of the 
American people to its founder in- 
spired its purchase as a shrine of 
patriotism. 

Thomas Jefferson called death 
“the great problem, untried by the 
living, unreported by the dead.’’ 
Yet he did not fear death or its 
pangs. ‘You ask,’’ he wrote John 
Adams, “if I would agree to live 
my 70, or rather 73, years over 
again? To which I -say, yea. I 
think with you, that it is a good 
world on the whole; that it has 
been: framed on a principle of 
benevolence, and more pleasure 
than pain dealt out to us.”’ 

In those words certainly were 
contained the essence of philoso- 
phy, and so it is as an eminent 
philosopher that the world will 
longest remember Thomas Jeffer-; 
son. 


A Little Ad of a Big School 


NATIONAL SCHOOL 
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NEW MORALS 
OF BUSINESS 
INTERPRETED | 


The new realization of ideals in 
business transactions is one of the 
hopeful signs of this age. It has 
been said that America’s awaken- 
ing in business ethics began in 
1900, but as a matter of fact it 
existed long before that date. 

But it was about that time that 
it began to be formulated into a code 
of ‘“‘modern morals’”’ for business 
men, as it were. Today great univer- 
sities are including practical busi- 
ness courses in their curriculums 
with great success and the busi- 
ness genius of America will be all 
the better for being trained and 
directed by a system of higher edu- 
cation in that particular branch of 
human progress. 

A timely publication is ‘‘Busi- 
ness Ethics,’’ by James Melvin Lee 
(The Ronald Press Co., New York), 
which sets down in concrete form 
the problems and solutions of busi. 
mess ethics, codes and trade cus- 
toms with a thorough analysis of 
their makeup. 

The first chapter is devoted to 
“The Social Status of Modern 
Business.’’ It is shown that Ameri- 
can business has developed a de- 
cided social instinct which means 
much for employers as well as 
employes and that in many estab- 
lishments educational courses have 
been instituted for the benefit of 
the staffs, while in other plants 
courses in commerce, accounts. 
finance, etc., are offered ambitious 
workers. . 

In succeeding chapters business 
ethics are outlined and explained 
and interesting examples of their 
operation are given. 

The application of the golden 
rule to business matters is treated 
in a special chapter. The author 
points out that its spirit predomi- 
nates in practically all business, 
and adds, ‘“‘While the golden rule 
is one of the most lofty concepts 
ever promulgated by a teacher of 
morals, its practical application is 
ofttimes difficult because most 
business transactions and all defin- 
itive business policies involve sev- 
eral individuals. A business man 
in dealing with another who had 
been unfaithful to a’ public trust 
might easily apply the golden rule 
if these two men were the only 
individuals in the world. But 
business is so complicated. today 
that no man can act regardless of 
the rights of competitors. He must 
do unto them as he would be done 
by.” 

Prof. Lee gives as one of the 
finest and most ideal definitions of 
business the following acrostic, 
written by Prof. Herman H. Horne, 
of New York university:

F HE women o:; Washington are 
a sticking to their knitting, ewen 
though their interest and ac- 
tivities call many of them out of 
their homes—that is, after thelr 
-homes have been nicely started in 
‘Motion for the day. Washington 
clubwomen, especially those belone- 
'ing to the General Federation of 
“Women’s Clubs, believe that their 
' Special province is home making and 
good housekeeping for the District 
/as well as within their own four 
walls. 
: The public welfare department of 
' the District of Columbia Federation 
of Women’s Club, under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. W. A. Winklehaus, has 
established itself as a real and 
Valuable working force worthy of 
consideration by the District off- 
cials and the citizenry of Washing- 
ton. 


This department, with its many 
divisions, each piloted by an able 
chairman, deals with many varieties 
of public welfare subjects from the 
careful preparation of a meal to the 
consolidation of all public welfare 
agencies in the District of Columbia. 


Mrs. Winklehaus and her work- 
ers, in cooperation with the other 
Officials and members of the federa- 
tion, have put themselves on record 
as being in favor of making the Ca)- 
ital an example in public welfare 
matters which other cities of the 
world may follow. 

In order to really understand the 
_situation and the feasibility of 
many of the proposed public wel- 
fare ideas these women have cor- 
responded-with or personally vis- 
ited many large cities during the 
last year. hey have spent much 
time in studying the questions of a 
community, learning by persomal 
observation or from first hand in- 
formation of the advantages and 
Miisadvantages from such commuin- 
ity chest centers as Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Minneapolis. 

Mrs. Winklehaus in her yearly 
report, soon to be printed in the 
Federation year book, points out 
that at the meeting of charitable 
agencies the community chest idea 
for Washington was rejected be- 
cause of the belief that Washimne- 
ton should progress toward an or- 
derly corelation of community ef- 
forts for public welfare. In ex- 
plaining the endorsement of the 
Zihiman bill to consolidate all the 
charitable or other public welfare 
boards. into one board of public 
welfare she points out the salient 
reasons, viz; that work might be- 
come more effective; duplication 
and work might be reduced; bet- 


ter methods and standards might * 


be adopted: unity of purpose might 
‘become more general and the sup- 
porting public might be given a 
clearer and more adequate know- 
ledge of what is being accormp- 
lished and what must yet be done. 

Mrs. Winklehaus stated that her 
committee is most proud of the 
health teachings and training the 
children of the District receive un- 
der the direction of Dr. Rebecca 
Stoneroad. The public welfare 
department has always cooperated 
with the work of this official. 

Plans of wider scope are being 
made for the next May day and 
health week. The days so far have 
been of inestimable value in de- 
tecting weak places in the health 
protection program for the chil- 
dren of the District. It was pointed 
out in a recent health survey made 
by the American Child Health asso- 
ciation in 86 cities that children 
are receiving only about 590 per 
cent of the health protection to 
which they are entitled... The aver- 
age in Washington, the workers 
claim, is somewhat higher. 

Dr. Della R. DuComb, chairman 
of the child welfare division of the 
department of public welfare, has 
made a personal study of the child 
situation in Washington. Her com-— 
prehensive report will be of great 
interest to Washington club women 
and other organization workihg 
for the safeguarding and develop- 
ment of the future citizens. : 

“There are in Washington,” Dr- 
DuComb reports, ‘‘a number of so - 
cial agencies which have «come to- 
gether and formed a council. The 
purpose of this council is to pro- 
mote mutual understanding and 
through cooperation secure the bet—- 
terment of conditions which affect 
the welfare of the people of the 
District of Columbia. Each of these 
68 organizations has its own Spe- 
cific work, but many make it a Spe— 
cial work to look after the welfare 
of children.”’ 

The Associated Charities, at 1022 
Eleventh street northwest, comes 
well within this scope, as they hot 
only help families in need, but Pro- 
vide camps for summer? outings for 
mothers and children. 

“There is the Baptist Home for 
Children, which is an institutiom 
for the maintenance and educatin 
of dependent white boys and girls 
from 3 to 10 years. So also is the

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Swartzell Methodist Home for 
Children. The Bruen home is a 


nonsectarian home for children 
over 2 years of age. The Child 
Welfare society maintains three 
cemters where instruction is giyen 
to white and colored mothers in 
the care and feeding of infants and 
children up to 6 years of age. The 
Christ Child society for the relief 
and care of children conducts a 
settlement with the usual activities. 
There is an Episcopal home for 
white children between 6 and 16 
vears. The Florence Crittenton 
home assists the young mothers 
who need it. The Gospel Mission 
maintains’ a free dispensary, day 
nursery and emergency children’s 
home, besides other activities. 

“The House of Mercy is a rescue 
home for young white girls and 
their children. The Instructive Vis- 
iting Nurse society gives care and 
Instruction to the sick in private 
homes, this service including pre- 
natal and natal and postnatal care. 
The Jewish home offers temporary 
care of dependent Hebrew children 
from 4 to 14 years who are resi- 
jents of the District. The Juvenile 
Protective association works to 
protect children and prevent de- 
limquency. The Mira McCoy An- 
drews Day nursery gives daytime 
tare to small white children up to 
§ years whose mothers are em- 
ployed. St. John’s orphanage is an 
institution for white boys and girls 
over 5 years who need a home. 
The Washington Home for Children 
cares for homeless white children 
under 6 for a fee. 

There are committees in various 
organizations which are doing other 
work for children, in the schools, 
Sunday schools and community 
circles. 

“While the ground. is apparently 
pretty well covered there still seems 
to be a field for work to be done, 
either in individual cases or for in- 
stitutions, such as the Salvation | 
Army. Clothing of any kind almost 
is acceptable for the poor children 
whose needs are great. A call 
comes from the juvenile court occa- 
siOnally for clothing of any descrip- | 
tion to cover the unfortunate little | 
omes Who are brought before the 
court. One often wonders what 
woOuld become of these poor unfor- 
lunates if thea different agencies, 
committees and individuals were 
not on the job. 

“Our committee of the federation 
stands ready to cooperate and assist 
im any way possible for the wel- 
fare of the child. We have gotten 
together several large boxes of 
cLothing for children and adults as 
faraway as the mountains of North 
Carolina, where the need seemed so 
great that the poor mothers begged 
for even a patch.’’ 


Members of the District chapter 
of the American Red Cross are 
much interested in the progress of 
the new Red Cross memorial build- 
ing, which will be used as a model 
chapter house by the District chap- 
ter and serve also as an experiment 
station for chapter work through- 
out the country. The memorial 
building, which will be similar in 
appearance to the present national 
headquarters of the American Red 
Cross, will be a memorial to the 
heroic American women in the 
world war, an] will commemorate 
allthose who served faithfully, loy- 
ally and tirelessly for the govern- 
ment, the Red Cross, the Council 
of National Defense, the Y. W. C. 
A., the National Catholic War 
Council, the Jewish Welfare board, 
the War Camp Community Service, 
the American Library association, 
the Salvation Army and other or- 
ganizations.

ident general of the D. A. R., who 
was one of the principal speakers 
at the unveiling of the bronze tab- 
let in the capitol at Albany, N. Y., 
last week by New York D. A. R. 
in honor of the four New York 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, William Lloyd, Philip 
Livingston, Francis Lewis and Lew- 
is Morris. Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
and many other State officials were 
present. 

Mrs. Brosseau’s speech sounded 
the keynote of the organization in 
its nation-wide observance of the 
One hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Mrs. Bros- 
seau said: 


‘‘Now we have come upon a year 
-—a significant year, a reverent; 
year, one whose observance is a 
matter of individual concern, for it 
marks the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the execution of one 
of the greatest declarations of 
principle the world has ever known. | 

“It signifies the birth in travail 
of that priceless, that intangible 
thing which we can not riotously 
celebrate, but which we can com- 
memorate and keep alive in our 
own patriotic expression—the spirit 
of ’76. 

‘‘During this year of 1926 we 
Should all pause and pay tribute 
to the memory of that group of 
great statesmen. to whom we owe 
such a debt of gratitude—the 56 
Signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

“It has been: said that Thomas 
Jefferson wrote the Declaration of 
Independence out of the fulness of 
his heart and that he consulted 
neither book nor pamphlet. His- 
tory tells us that all precedents 
were disregarded and that no at- 
tempts were made to placate dis- 
senters. 

“Our forefathers never compro- 
mised with issues, and so the First 
Continental Congress that met in 
Philadelphia in 1774 was composed 
of the ablest and most fearless men 
the colonies could produce. During 
those two years of stern debate, up 
to the final signing and sealing of 
that precious engrossed document 
On August 2, 1776, those who drop- 
ped out of the deliberations were 
always succeeded by the same type 
of zealous patriots. 

“When John Adams declared at 
the crucial moment of:-severing ties 
of lifelong’friendship with Jonathan 
Sewall, ‘to sink or swim, to survive 
or perish with my country, is my 
unalterable decision,’ he voiced the 
sentiment of all those who were as- 
sociated in that struggle for free- 
dom. 

“A rare privilege it is to stand 
here today and do homage to those 
56 patriots, for in honoring the 
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four from New York State, William 
Floyd, Philip Livingstone, Francis 
Lewis and Lewis Morris, we but 
speak names that represent a great 
and unified purpose. 

“It. is especially fitting that the 
New York State Daughters should 
place this tablet which will not only 
distinguish for all time these fvour 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, but will be a notable link 
between that dauntless spirit of ’76 
and the reverence and deep grati- 
tude of the true Americans of.’26. 

“Upon the Daughters of the 
American Revolution falls. the 
natural responsibility of marking 
historic landmarks, erecting monu- 
ments and placing tablets’ in 
memory of the founders of our re- 
public. We should never miss an 
opportunity to thus pay our tribute 
to the past and to render a splendid 
and lasting service to the future. 

“That we have not been neglect- 
ful is evidenced by the fact that 
during the past year alone the 
various chapters throughout the 
country have marked, restored and 
reclaimed 1,271 £42historic§ spots. 
Upon markets, boulders, monu- 
ments and general restoration work 
we have spent, during that time, 
$153,661.78. New York State 
Daughters can claim the honor of 
having marked 105 of these his- 
toric spots and of having placed the 
remains of Molly Corbin, the first 
woman soldier of the Revolution, 
in the cemetery at West Point. 

‘‘Many of us of this generation 
are at the point of life where this 


half-way milestone of 150 years 
means much, for we were not in 


sufficient evidence as to age when 
the 100th anniversary was cele- 
brated, and our days may be done 
when the next century mark is 
reached. 

‘*‘Therefore behooves us to 
now draw’ to the utmost from 
the fruitful past that we may the 
better aid in the work of enrich- 
ing the future. 

“This is the time to impress upon 
our boys and girls the importance 
of the great historical events that 
are this year being commemorated, 
for the spirit of our patriots can 
be kept alive only through the in- 
eradicable impression made upon 
the succeeding generations. 

‘‘Now, more than ever, should 
they be taught that, next to the 
preservation of our government and 
its institutions, and loyalty to its 
chosen leader, must the ideals of 
the founders be cherished. We 
have lived in vain and have been 
poor observers of the passing ghow 
of life if we fail now to convey to 
the young builders of tomorrow the 
unalterable truth that such a splen- 
did, enduring foundation could 
have been reared only through sac- 
rifice, courage, wisdom, a_ true 
vision of the future, and—what is 
most important of all—a pure love 
of country. 

‘‘There are some realists who in- 
sist that the heroes of the past are 
being clothed with false sentimen- 
tality and they insist upon what 
one iconoclast terms it, ‘debunking 
American history.’

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* “Right-thinking people stand for 
the same truth in history that they 
demand in the present where the is- 


sues of life are involved, but I for 
one resent the attitude of those who 
would ruthlessly tear the veil of illu- 
sion from the eyes of the young. To 
rob them of the exaltation of hero 
worship is just as cruel as to wan- 
tonly destroy the beautifuf myth of 
Santa Claus. 

“Truth never has and never will 
be submerged beneath any halo of 
romance or the glamour of golden 
deeds, for ultimately experience 
teaches life’s fine distinctions. The 
memory of childhood’s unclouded 
belief in human perfection is the 
most precious thing we can carry 
through the valley of disillusion- 
ment. 

“The significance of this year will 
be lost upon us if we fail to remind 
ourselves of our own responsibili- 
ties of citizenship. Government is 
maintained through the will of the 
majority, and to be of that majority 
and to insist upon its continued 
right to good government is the 
duty of every a American cit- 
izen. 

“That great numbers of our so- 
called intelligentsia are failing to 
take advantage of this privilege is a 
most lamentable fact, and if some 
day we awake and face a revolt 
against the old order we shall have 
no one but ourselves to blame. 

‘‘At a recent celebration in New 
York city the chairman of the occa- 
sion instructed that ‘The. Star- 
Spangled Banner’ be played but not 
sung, giving as a reason that certain 
of the verses might be deemed of- 
fensive to England. 

‘Honor for honor, loyalty for 
loyalty, consideration always for 
those less fortunate, the stretching 
out of friendly hands across the 
sea—-so much may we offer with 
fine dignity and self-esteem—but 
this is not the time to attempt to 
placate any country by the elimina- 
tion of words that weaken our dec- 
laration of fixed principles of inde- 
pendence and freedom. 

“Far better it is to use that same 
energy and influence to the end 
that our own government may be 
kept so safe and sane and sound, 60 
far above reproach, that no nation 
on earth will dare to find fault with 
what we sing or say or do. 

“Not long ago an educator and 
a writer of no mean ability, under 
the caption, ‘A Letter to a Dead 
Rebel,’ invoked the spirit of George 
Washington in sorrowful arraign- 
ment of the activities of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
and the principles for which they 
stand.

‘“*The fact that you are the 
daughters of a courageous revolu- 
tion imposes upon you the. obliga- 
tion to be the mothers of a creative 
evolution to the end that revolution 
may never again be necessary.’ 

‘We accept the challenge and 
summon to our aid the citizenry of 
the country, but we predicate the 
acceptance upon one paragraph in 
the Declaration of Independence. 

‘* ‘He has excited domestic insur- 
rections among us and has endeav- 
ored to bring on the inhabitants of 
the frontiers the merciless Indian 
savages, whose known rule of war- 
fare is an undistinguished destruc- 
tion of all ages, sexes and condi- 
tions.’ 

‘“‘We are the daughters of a 
courageous revolution, and we 
glory in the fact, but we are also 
the daughters of the mothers of that 
same revolution, and it was no 
mean part of valor that they played 
in the encounter. 

‘‘In the early days they stood by 
the side of their men and loaded the 
muskets that were fired through the 
openings in the walls of the log 
cabins. Later, in stern-lipped si- 
lence, they sent these same men 
forth, while they remained at home 
and faced the hideous perils to which 
that life in the wilderness subjected 
them. 

‘*‘When the frontiers were cleared 
of the enemies of their independ- 
ence, these women played their part 
in the establishment of a new free- 
l[dom. Through a creative evolution 
of the forefathers and foremothers 
the destruction ceased and 
prevailed.

‘‘We are willing to sponsor a cre-

SHIPMENTS INCREASED 
- DURING LAST 4 YEARS 


Appreciation of American 
Quality Is Discerned 
in Gains Made.

That American plumbing fixtures, 
pipe fittings and bathroom acces- 
sories should find a wide sale in 


foreign lands is only to be expected. 
Our standard of sanitation is among 
the highest in the world; our sani- 
tary equipment is the best and quite 
competitive in price with inferior 
products of other manufacturing 
countries. Continued foreign build- 
ing activity, exhibits of model 
American bathrooms in various for- 
eign home exhibits and the instal- 
lation of sewerage and water sup- 
ply systems in many foreign cities, 
generally under the supervision of 
American sanitary engineers, can 
not help but create an increased in- 
terest in and sale for better sani- 
tary ware, particularly that of 
American manufacturers. 

Statistics gathered by the De- 
partment of Commerce cover only 
exports of plumbing fixtures and 
brass pipe fittings; bathroom ac- 
cessories as well as iron pipe fit- 
tings are grouped in general classi+ 
ficatfons in such a manner. as to 
make separation impossible. With- 
out taking into consideration ex- 
ports of these last two items— 
which it is. believed run into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars— 
our shipments of plumbing sup- 
plies during 1925 amounted to 
nearly $4,050,000. Of this total, 
$2,010,000 represents the value of 
exports of fixtures and the balance 
that of brass pipe fittings, valves, 
faucets, &c. In connection with the 
latter cJass it is possible that some 
of these fittings were for use in 
various industries and we were not 
limited to plumbing installations. 


Steady Increase Shown. 


The above mentioned figure 
represents a steady increase during 
the past four years in both the 
number of pieces shipped, as well 
as in the value of these shipments. 
Particularly is this noticed in our 
exports of vitreous china sanitary 
ware, which is a further indication 
of the world-wide appreciation of 
our quality merchandise. Enameled 
iron sanitary ware exports have 
not shown so steady an increase, 
having to meet competition of cheap 
European products to a greater ex- 
tent, but exports of this class of 
equipment during 1925 were the 
highest on record. both in number 
and value. The accompanying table 
gives these data in detail. ;

and nearly 40 per cent of all fix- 
tures shipped during the past cal- 
endar year; also about one-sixth, 
both by quantity and value, of our 
exports of brass pipe fittings. Mex- 
ico imported the second greatest 
number of vitreous china fixtures 
of any foreign country, but its im- 
ports of all fixtures numbered 
slightly less than shipments to Ar- 
gentina and purchases of brass fit- 
tings were less than those of Can- 
ada. 

All other Central: American and 
West Indian countries shared in the 
improved sanitary conditions which 
resulted from the installation of 
varying amounts of plumbing fix- 
tures and pipe fittings, &c., from the 
United States of America. 

Argentina is far and away the 
best customer of this type of equip- 
ment in South America, although 
all other countries, with the ex- 
ception of a few of the smaller ones 
which purchased only limited 
amounts, were also important 
buyers. 

An outstanding feature of the 
Argentine trade is the high unit 
value of its imports of American 
plumbing fixtures. 

The following table showing our 
exports to the five leading South 
American consumers of sanitary 
ware -during 1925 brings this out

Cuba Big Purchaser. 


Cuba leads as a purchaser of fix- 
tures and brass pipe fittings, with 
Mexico second in this respect. Dur- 
ing the year 1925, the former coun- 
try imported from the United 
States 28,254 pieces of vitreous 
china sanitary ware valued at $334,- 
722, 7,509 enameled iron baths in- 
voiced at $176,951, 16,662 other 
fixures of enameled iron worth 
$142,192, and 588,441 pounds of 
brass pipe fittings, valves, faucets, 
etc., valued at $335,094. Mexico 
bought during the same period 
5,038 fixtures of vitreous china in- 
voiced ate $62,543, 1,710 baths of 
enameled iron worth $43,855, 
7,325 other fixtures of enameled 
iron valued at $77,063, and 5165,- 
909 pounds of brass pipe fittings, 
valves, faucts, &c., invoiced at 
$264,933.

How Heat and Cold React on 
Skin and Nervous Sys- 
tem of Bathers. 


Different temperatures of water 
exert different influences. Cold 
baths, for instance, act on the skin 


and nerve system and cause under 
certain conditions a depressing or 
exhilarating effect on the entire 
body. The colder the water the 
greater the shock. The reaction 
of a cold bath should be warmth 
and increasing body temperature, 
due to the increased heart action 
to replace the heat losses from the 
body.

Volts and Amperes 


Meaningful Measurements—Symbols of Service

Two names have been ef ee in the electrical 
measurements known as The Volt and The Ampere. The 
former recalls to mind the electrical exploits of the 
Italian, Alessandro’ Volta (1745-1826), pioneer +n pro- 
ducing electrical energy. The Frenchman, Andre Marie 
Ampere (1775-1836), has lent his name to the Ampere. 


It is unusual that both of these men flourished in the 
same period—the one in Italy, the other in France. | It 
is even more unusual that electricity enjoys the distinc- 
tion of having employed the best brains of the world in 
its development to the stage where it has become the 
cheapest, most versatile and comfort-creating energy 
the human race has ever enjoyed. 


CHANGES ARE FREQUENT 


= — 


Among the recent alterations 
and improvements in the Strand 
theater is one of the most efficient 
electric ventilating and cooling sys- 
tems ever installed here. 

Two large air ducts have been 
built on either side of the theater, 
entering the theater just above the 


two tiers of boxes. At the entrance 
are placed two blowers, 64 inches 
in diameter, revolving at a speed 
of 328 revolutions a minute. The 
power is supplied by two electrical- 
ly-driven 5-horsepower motors and 
transmitted to the blowers by 
means of leather belts and pulleys. 

The intake of the air duct is 
42 inches square and it is through 
two such intakes that the outside 
air is supplied to the blowers. The 
air is cleaned and cooled in 
process and then passes to the out- 
lets (openings into the theater 
auditorium), which are 36 inches 
by 37% inches. Here two double 
deflectors are used to diffuse the 
air with a series of blades so ad- 
justed as to give proper distribu- 
tion all over the theater. The re- 
sult is a complete change of air 
every minute and a half. 


Rodeo Wire Installed. 


A number of new homes in the 
East this spring and summer have 
peen wired for radio at the time 
the regular wiring for electric light 
and electric household appliances 
was put in. The new radio idea 
enables occupants to start and stop 
their radio receiver and loud speak- 
er from any one of the several wall 
switches about the house. 


The Volt and ampere as used to measure electricity 
can be best explained by utilizing a parallel in the famil- 
iar water hydrant. The flow of water through the 
spigot of your plumbing pipes is kindred to the flow of 
current into your home outlets.’ The pressure of water 
in the spigot typifies the VOLTAGE of an electric line— 

-force. The amount of water passing through the spigot 
—which depends on the size of the pipe—corresponds 
to the amount of current, represented electrically by 
AMPERES—auantity.

With the announcement of new 
models and new designs of motor 
cars, the question arises in the mind 
of the average buyer as to just what 
he should buy both from the stand- 
point of monetary investment as 
well as from that of model. Though 
the wholesale value of motor cars 
apld last year was in' excess of 
$2,600,000,000, in the average 
household the selection of a new 
automobile is a momentous ques- 
tion. 

It is generally cohsidered that all 
automobiles are: good. Represen- 
tatives “of various machines will 
enthusiastically point out their good 
qualities. There is no doubt that 


every make of automobile has its 
merits. The question for a pros- 
pective buyer to ask Is, ‘‘For the 
particular purpose that I need an 
automobile, what car will best serve 
that, purpose’”’ 

For his particular needs, a cer- 
tain make of car may be found. The 
next question is, “Can I afford to 
pay that price? If not, should I 
wait until I can afford that price 
or shall I try to get another car 
which will approximately meet my 
needs at fhe price I can afford to 
pay, or have I a delusion as to my 
capacity to pay?” 

In selecting a car the prospective 
buyer must cortsider also the period | 
of time he will want to use a car. 
For instance, if he expects to trade 
his automobile in-each year toward 
a new machine of the same make, 
this will have a bearing on the 
matter. He will want to consider 
especially what percentage of depre- 
ciation is likely to take place dur- 
ing one season. Perhaps he wants 
an automobile for a certain short 
period of time or for a specific pur- 
pose. .That fs one situation. On 
the oth. and, he may want a car 
which will serve him continuously 
for the longest possible length of 
time.

For those who wish to trade in 
their car yearly for a new one the 
depreciation, in actual dollars, is, 
of course, considerably higher on a 
high-priced car than on a lower 
priced one, although* the propor- 
tionate depreciation may not be as 
large. On the other hand, the low- 
est priced automobile may be un- 


able to stand uninterrupted service 
such as the owner desires even for ' 
a year. The cheapest priced car, 
however, as a rule, can be expected 
to give the lowest cost tn actual | 
transportation. 

Many people prefer to buy a 
medium priced car in which will be 
found a fair degree of convenience 
and comfort and a mechanical re- 
HabWity similar to the higher priced 
machine. The medium priced car 
often has a better proporttonate re- 
sale value when turned in and ‘the 
demand is sufficient. to Insure a 
reasonable price for the used car. 

On the basia that all cars are 
good, one reason why some may be 
considered better buys than others 
lies in the fact that when the num- 
ber sold is large it is reasonable

It is generally recognized that

When one builds a home obe wants 
first of all a reliable shelter includ- 
ing the necessities and many of 
the comforts. If the home builder 
has sufficient capital he may con- 
sider it worth while to add certain 
luxuries. The same thing is ap- 
plied in buying an ‘automobile. 
Those who can afford the. luxuries 
doubtless consider they are worth 
what they cost. 

There is a distinction het ween a 
low priced car which can hot have 
a design qualified for long life and 
the better make of car. For ex- 
ample, it is evident that machinery 
perfectly lubricated and kept free 
from dust, grit and other foreign 
substances which tend to Wear ma- 
chines out, that is bullt of ample 
proportions so np one part is over- 
loaded, will run a long time with- 
out wearing out. Automobiles de- 
signed with bearings of sufficient 
proportions, all of which are kept 
thoroughly lubricated and com- 

letely inclosed in dust proof hous- 
ngs, will be found to etand reason- 
able use for many years.

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Policemen and Firemen Gamble With 
Death Every Time They Don Uniform 


By JOHN J. DALY. 


HILE the city sleeps, o1 
when it’s awake and bus- 
tling with business, there 
are two forces ever on 
guard—the police and fire 
departments. 

Danger lurks ever near men who wear 
the blue. Just around the corner death 
stalks for guardians of the peace and 
fighters of man's deadliest enemy—fire. 

Stalwart police and firemen are ever 
apt to be cut down in the prime of life, 
so long as bandits and burglars are 
abroad in the land; so long as there re- 
main heroic deeds to be done; where 
human life or property are in jeopardy. 

Over in the District building, in mod- 
est files kept by the police and fire de- 
partments, lie buried treasure troves of 
adventure and romance; records that 
tell tersely of the supreme moments in 
the lives of men who wore and wear the 
uniform. 


There are tales of melodramatic pro- 
portions, stories that have to do with 
battles to the death, with undaunted 
bravery, with rescues and risks of life. 
‘Yet, they must be dug out; for the dead 
do not speak and the living actors in this 
sort of drama do not readily regale with 
repetitious tales of their performance, 
acting upon the principle, no doubt, that 
the weakest spoke in the wheel creaks 
loudest. They might tell you, too, in 
the cryptic language of Superintendent 
of Police Hesse and Fire Chief Watson 
that “whatever is done is done—all in 
the day’s work.” 

In the course of the day or the night, 
anything is likely to happen to a police- 
man ora fireman. When a member of 
either department tells his loved ones 
good-by, to report for duty, there is al- 
ways the possibility that this may be 
the farewell caress; that the toils of the 
day or night might bring forth more 
than mere service—perhaps supreme 
sacrifice. 

Though the same holds true in almost 
“Ahy walk of life, what with gin and jazz 
kicking up a merry how-de-do through- 
out the country, in this the twentieth 
and wildest of all centuries, it is par- 
ticularly true that police and firemen 
are constantly flirting with the un- 
known; for that is their business. 

* *€ * * 

IKE a bolt out of the blue, a mad 

man is apt to break loose at any 


moment on the streets—and_ while 
the ordinary run of citizenry, following 
the first law of nature—self-preserva- 
tion— may dash with all speed and im- 
punity to the nearest barricade, not so 
your policeman; unless he wants to be 
branded forever after as a coward and 
a shirker of duty. 
why, his but to get his man. 

The same holds true with firemen. If 
they do not volunteer, they are ordered. 
And an order is an order; but, for the 
most part, the boys who wear the scars 
of battle have risked their lives of their 
own free will and volition. Those who 
died met their deaths in the same spirit 
that prompted the boys who went over 
the top in the world war. 

The list of dead and wounded in the 
annals of the police and fire depart- 
ments is a goodly one; though in the 
past few years the local fire department 
has been remarkably free from terrible 
experiences in the line of duty. They 
have met the enemy and conquered it 
with haste and dispatch, thus averting

loss of life and property; to great

Taking the police department first, 
not through any favoritism, but because 
from the time immemoriable the police 
department has always been mentioned 
at the head of the list—never the fire 
department, though no one knows why 
—there are many who recall some of the 
outstanding news stories, of the past; 
tales that thrilled at the moment, and 
then stalked into the silences, down the 
great corridor of things forgotten; into 
the inner recesses of memory, where the 
public stores all its castoff episodes and 
events—the limbo of the front page. 

The last man killed in the line of duty 
on the police department was Motor- 
cycle Private E. A. Skinner, who met 
death at 4 o’clock on the morning of 
June 7, this year, while responding to a 
burglar alarm. In company with Priv- 
ate J. J. Ramsey, Skinner was going 
north on Twenty-first street northwest, 
when, in order to avoid a collision with 
a passing automobile at the intersection 
of L street, he swerved his machine to 
the left and was overturned, catapulted 
into the curbing, his skull crushed. He 
died two days later. Ramsey was not 
seriously injured. 

Shortly after the Skinner accident, 
Private Mathew Chmylko, of the Elev- 
enth precinct, Anacostia, came face to 
face with a police problem that almost 
cost him his life. At this writing he is» 
still in the hospital, and though he re- 
covers he will carry through life wounds 
to attest his engagement in an affair 
the likes of which may happen to any 
policeman at any time. While his com- 
panion, Private S. H. Miles, was en- 
gaged in ringing for the patrol to con- 
vey a disturber of the peace away the 
man ender arrest whipped out a razor 
and wént after Miles. Up _ stepped 
Mathew Chmylko and went to the as- 
sistance of his brother officer. He was 
cut about the head, face and neck by the 
assailant—and though that was on 
June 23, he is yet in hospital. It is 
but just to add, however, that Private 
Chymlko got his man. While the big 
boy was butchering him, he reached for 
his trusty weapon and pumped the man 
full of lead. Three days later the as- 
sallant died. 

AST year, on November 28, Private 

C. C. Koontz, of the Sixth precinct, 

lost his life while driving a motorcycle 
in pursuit of a speeding automobile. 
With J. F. Reynolds, another private, he 
was in the vicinity of the police court, 
Louisiana avenue and Fifth street, when 
they noticed a car going pell-mell across 
the Mall. Though it was time for both 
men to report off duty, they went after 
the law violator, Reynolds in the side- 
car. As they reached the parking space 
near the city postoffice, going toward 
Union station, a mail clerk, not knowing 
the police officers were after a law vio- 
lator, backed his machine out from the 
curb, preparatory to going home. The 


officers were upon the. mail clerk’s ma- 
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Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of police, inspecting ore of the iia “riot” 
machine guns, which have been added to the equipment of the local force.

chine'too late to change direction, and 
the crash resulted in serious injuries to 


Private Koontz, who died two days later. 
Reynolds recovered. Koontz left a wife 
to mourn his loss. Thus it is that po- 
licemen, even on the verge of going off 
duty, are apt to encounter the grim 
reaper before they turn in their badges 
‘and batons. 
Nineteen twenty-four brought one of 
the most sensational deaths the police 
department has fecorded in a long, long 
while. Private Leisenger, of .the 
Second precinct, was killed in dramatic 
circumstances on the morning of Au- 
gust 28, that year. As nearly as any 
one can come to.the exact hour, it was 
about 4 o’clock in the morning when one

of his fellow officers discovered Leisen- 
ger clinging tothe rear bumper of a boot- 
legger’s car; an automobile containing, 
besides liquor, a quartet of colored folk, 
chief among them a woman clad in pink. 
Commandeering another car, C. A. La 
Dow, a brother officer, went in pursuit, 
but before he found the marauders Leis- 
enger was discovered dead in the street 
—lying prostrate in front of the prem- 
ises at 19 I street northwest. The pur- 
suit that started at New York avenue 
and North Capitol street ended later 
with the apprehension of the occupants 
of this car; the woman turned state’s 
evidence, and the men were convicted of 
murdering Leisenger. Though no one 
will ever know exactly what occurred, 
men at the police headquarters believe 
Leisenger came upon the outlaws at a 
moment when they were delivering 
liquor, tried to apprehend them, jumped 
on the bumper and was whisked away 
with the culprits, who later shot him to 
death. There were bullet holesinthe back 
of ‘the car, showing that shots had pene- 
trated the machine before enteriyg 
Leisenger’s body. The Washington 
Post at the time started a fund for the 
widow and orphans.of Leisenger, a com- 
fortable sum being realized ir their be- 


half. | 


Slightly more than a year before the 
Leisenger death, the police department 
‘ost the services of a valiant man and 
true when John Purcell, on October 17, 
1923, died as the result of gunshot 
wounds received while in the perform- 
ance of duty. 

On the night of October 15, 1923, 
John Purcell and H. R..Crawford, pa- 
trolmen, assigned to the Fourth pre- 
cinct for plain clothes duty, passed an 
alley in the rear of the Bell school, First 
street between B and C streets south- 
west. The place was exceedingly dark. 
There was a noise. The officers en- 
tered the alley. They were greeted by a 
fusillade of shots.. Both men were seri- 
ously wounded, Purcell dying in two 
days and Crawford lingering in the 
hospital for many months. He later 
recovered. They had been the victims 
of hijackers; five men who were unload- 
ing liquor from a cache. The assailants 
were apprehended 24 hours later and 
given life terms under a first degree 
murder charge. So goes the life of a 
policeman. trae 


During the race troubles, when Wash- 


ington, the peaceful city on the banks of 
the Potomac, was thrown into an armed 
camp, a policeman’s life was in danger 
at all times, and the wonder is that so 
many escaped. One of the few who fell 
was Detective Sergeant Harry Wilson, 
shot..and instantly killed one night in 
July, 1919, when he called upon a negro 
woman to find out why all the shooting 
came from windows of her house. He

was a young man, only 28 vears of age; 
killed without a moment’s warning. 
Nothing was ever done to his murderer, 
evidence being insufficient. 

All Washington remembers _ the 
young desperado, McHenry, who some 
years ago paid for his violation of law 
by death on the scaffold. Detective 
Sergeant James Armstrong died at the 
hands of this young man. Word had 
come to police headquarters that a store 
had Sook held up and robbed, and that 
the burglar was then at Union station. 
Armstrong went to get his man. Mc- 
Henry pulled a gun as soor as he saw 
the officer coming toward him, and Arm- 
strong died—a life sacrificed to duty. 
That was only five days before Christ- 
mas, December 20, 1919. 

Private Oscar A. McKimmie, of the 
Second precinct, was shot and killed by 
a burglar he was pursuing in the early 
morning of January 17, 1920. The burg- 
lar, Weston, is now serving a life-time 
sentence. McKimmie’s' brother was 
killed in France with the American 
troops who first answered the call. An- 
other brother was killed: later on the 
streets of this city. Another brother, 
John M. A. McKimmie, is a member of 
the police force, doing duty at the Ninth 
precinct. 

On May 1, 1918, Private John A. Con- 
rad, of the Sixth precinct, went with a 
deputy sheriff from Indianhead to serve 
a summons on Herbert Copeland, a des- 
perado, wanted by the Maryland au- 
thorities. Copeland shot the officers 
dead in their tracks the moment they 
appeared at his front door. He escaped, 
was tracked to his half brother’s house, 
and just before arrest shet and killed 
Lieut. David T. Dunigan. The police 
department lost two men in this ven- 
ture. The desperado escaped from jail, 
was later apprehended in an Ohio town, 
brought back to Washington, tried and 
convicted and paid penalty for his crime 
by hanging. 

These are the more recent deaths in 
the police department; men who left 
their homes for duty and never went 
back. The fire department toll has not 


cos 


been so great in recent years, but one 
by one the boys have given their lives 
in the performance of duty. 
* * % *” 

HE last fatality in the fire depart- 

ment took place March 2, 1926, 
when Private Edward E. Laughton, of 
No. 25 engine company, was crushed to 
death in a fire at Fourth and Portland 
streets southeast, Congress Heights. A 
chimney fell upon Laughton, the wreck- 
age injuring him so severely he died be- 
fore he reached the hospital. 

Last year Private J. lL. Mann, of No. 
21 engine company, received .mortal in- 
juries when the hose truck was struck 
by a street car while he and his com- 
panions were -responding to an alarm. 
Privates J. H. Atwood and W. B. 
Matheny were injured at the time but 
later recovered. 

Since 1911 the fire department has 
been remarkably free of such terrible 
disasters as befell the men that year 
when the Washington Tobacco Co.’s 
building at 618 Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest burned. The fire was dis- 
covered in the early morning hours— 
somewhere between 4 and 5 o'clock. 
Four alarms were turned in, calling out 
almost the entire fire-fighting force of 
the city. After the men arrived and 
had placed their hose, several were sent 
to the roof of an adjoining building. An 
explosion occurred, caused from the 
ignition of gases, and the rear walls of 
the burning building were blown out 
from the fourth and fifth floors. The 
roof collapsed and hurled its debris 
upon the heads and shoulders of men 
fighting the fire. Two died as a result of 
injuries. They were Timothy J. Brown, 
captain of No. 4 engine company, whose 
skull was crushed. He also suffered 
from internal injuries and died on the 
way to hospital. 

Michael A. Downs, a private of the 
same company, suffering from a frac- 
tured back, arms and chest, lacerations 
of the scalp and burns about the body, 
died twelve hours later in Emergency 
hospital, his life lost in line of duty. 

The seriously injured in that same 
fire were: 

Thomas O’Connor, captain of engine 
company No. 1, fracture of left hand, 
burns and bruises. 

G. W. A. Dixon, lieutenant of engine 
company No. 1, legs and body lacerated 
and bruised. 

John Corrigan, captain of No. 2 en- 
gine company, acting as deputy chief, 
cuts on head and body’ bruises. 

George Reynolds, captain of No. 3 en- 
gine company, face and head cut. 

W. T. Coulter, lieutenant of No. 3 en- 
gine company, lacerated scalp and body 
cuts. 

Joseph Gates, private of No. 3 engine 
company, right leg cut and _ badly 
bruised. 

That was one of the few hundred- 
thousand-dollar tires the District has 
suffered in vears. In toll of death and 
list of wounded it is one of the outstand- 
ing events in the history of the fire de- 
partment, though vears ago there had 
been a greater loss of life when the com- 
mission markets burned, away back in 
the early ’90s, a wall falling and carry- 
ing to death several gallant men. 

Firemen do not always have to go to 
fires to meet the grim reaper. The old 
fellow lurks in the most unexpected 
places. While exercising his horse one 
fine day in June, 1911, Driver L. Beall, 
of No. 22 engine company, was struck 
by a street car, suffered a fractured 
skull, and died soon after. On the fire 
department for some eighteen years, 
then a man of 47, he had been through 
some of the biggest fires in Washington 
and came away unscathed only to have 
his life snuffed out in the peaceful pur- 
suit of exercising his horse. Fate plays

[COAL GAS SPEEDS 
GROWTH OF PLANTS 


a 


If some one should tell you that you 
might run a pipe from your chimney to the 
back yard garden and use the coal gas from 
your furnace to fertilize vegetables and 
flowers you probably would laugh at the idea. 
Yet virtually that same thing is being done 
today. 

In remarkable experiments, conducted in 
plant laboratories near New York city, plants 
are being made to grow.and flourish as never 
before on a simple diet of carbon dioxide— 
the gas of combustion given off by the very 
furnaces used to warm the greenhouses in 
which the plants are grown! 

That such things have proved possible, ex- 
plains Popular Science Monthly for Septem- 
ber, is due to comparatively recent scientific 
discoveries concerning the manner in which 
plants breathe and draw nourishment from 
the atmosphere, the sunshine and the earth. 
For one thing, plants breathe like animals. 


A plant takes in oxygen through tiny ppen- 
ings in its leaves. much as we breathe through 
our noses; and it gives off carbon dioxide. 

Under the.influence of sunlight, however, 
the plant, while breathing oxygen, also draws 
in carbon dioxide and uses this gas to manu- 
facture the starch on which its growth de- 
pends. Now, by supplying this gas in the 
greenhouse at certain times of the day, we 
can make the plants grow from two to three 
times as fast as they would ordinarily, and 
more luxuriantly.

IS GATHERED 
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By FRANCES PARKINSON KEYES 
(The Senator’s Wife). 

It needs a strong will and a strong mind 
as well as a strong constitution to face life 
on a rubber plantation, writes Frances Park- 
insom Keyes in her August travel letter to 
Good Housekeeping, for there is loneliness 
always,. and lurking disease often, and the 
overshadowing probability of failure looming 
against the shining possibility of success. 
During the years of depression which preceded 
the boom in rubber, hundreds of young men, 
crippled financially as'well as physically by 
the war. lost, in their efforts to retrieve them- 
selves, all they had, and more, on rubber 
nlantations. Many of them went “home” 


not only penniless but in debt; many of them 
stayed on—-because they could not get home 
-—at 50 per cent or less of their regular sal- 
aries; and this depression did not hit owners 
and managers alone; it also hit the coolles, 
«any of them laborers who had been brought 
out from India to work, and who were sent 
pack there, perforce, unpaid—to starve; yet 
neither managers nor coolies had, at any 
time, received wages which according to our 
standards were adequate, nor do they now. 
We pride ourselves, as a nation, on having 
done more for labor than any country in the 
world; on the fact that American labor is the 
best paid and consequently the best fed, the 
best housed, and the best educated in the 
world. Why, then, are we so indifferent to 
the conditions of labor in other countries? 
Why do we demand that the export price of 
goods shall be’such as to make hundreds of 
thousands of persons suffer? I have often 
wondered before—-I have wondered more 
than ever since I came to Singapore. The 
price of rubber was raised by the British not 


~ 


only to save .the industry as a commercial 
proposition—of which more hereafter—but in 
order that the laborer on the rubber planta- 
tion who was worthy of his hire, whatever 
his capacity, should get it. And we have 
complained, bitterly, and loud, and long. 
The rubber, as of course you know, comes 
from the bark, which can not be cut until the 
lyees are at least five years old. The cutting 
is done every other morning at 6 o’clock, 
with a sharp, small knife called a ‘‘je bong”’ 
or gouge, one-fourth of the way around the 


tree, in a strip perhaps an eighth of an inch 
wide. The flow gf the pure, white liquid, 
which looks exactly like fresh, rich milk, 
comes swiftly after the incision, and four 
hours later the little cups into which it has 
flowed are ereptied into great pails,; which 
look not unlike the milk cans‘on a dairy 
farm. The rubber which has been gathered 
more than 2 miles from the factory is treated 
with an anticoagulant, so that it shall not 
congeal before it has arrived there. 

There it-is poured into large stone jars, 
called Shanghai jars, where it is coagulated; 
and when it has hardened it is broken into 
lumps and manufactured into ‘‘crepe’’ rub- 
ber. The lumps pass through four machines, 
and by this time they have taken on the 
appearance of shimmering lengths of crinkly, 
cream-colored silk. The ‘‘crepe’”’ is allowed 
to retain its natural shade, for it is to be 
used for the fabrication of the finest ‘‘white’’ 
rubber goods, but it is suspended in a drying 
shed, amply ventilated, where it’ fangs, tier 
upon tier, like an assemblage of so many 
beautiful, floating banners.

| TRAFFIC RULE CHAOS 
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Did you know that.any time and any- 
where you take a spin in your car you prob- 
ably are breaking one or more traffic rules 
without being aware of it? Also, if you’ve 
driven a car for any length of time, you are 
a lawbreaker—you can’t help being one. 

That it is next to impossible for even the 
most competent and cautious motorist to 
keep a clean record is due, first of all, to 
the bewildering diversity of the laws them- 
selves, writes Edgar C. Wheeler in the Sep- 
tember Popular Science Monthly. Every 
State, city and town in the country has its 
own pet rules of the road. During last year 
alone more than 2,500 new traffic bills were 
introduced in State legislatures, and_ the 
number which were made into laws averaged 
about a dozen for each State. For the motor- 
ist to know them all is out of the question. 

On top of this, the chaotic system makes 
possible the new type of highway robber 
with which every motorist, to his sorrow, 
becomes familiar. He is the badge-flashing 


-village constable, often with an ‘‘accomplice”’ 


in the local justice of the peace. The profits 
which constables and magistrates are able 
to rake in, either for er village or for their 
own pockets, are amazifig. They simply set 
a speed limit of ten miles, or even eight 
miles an hour, for the village; or they set a 
“silent policeman’ at a road intersection, 
sometimes placed so near the far curb that 
it is impossible for a large car to go.around 
it, though it is illegal to go in front of it; 
or they place cleverly concealed traffic lights 
or stop signs in positions unusual enough to 
trap passing motorists. 

One effort to remedy t situation is 
found in the formulating ofa national uni- 
form traffic code by the national conference 
oh street and highway. safety, under the 
direction of Herbert Hoover. If this code “is 
adopted by the legislatures of all the States 
it should be possible for any motorist, by fol- 
lowing the rules of his Own community, to 
drive with safety in any other town. 

New York State now has a law that all 
motor cops must wear uniforms. Another 
recent law provides that villages no longer 
may pocket fines collected from motorists 
—they may keep not more than $1 per cap- 
ita of population. Texas and California laws 
throw out of court any testimony given by 
an officer who hides in ambush. 

Meanwhile, although there seem to be 
no sure-fire rules to avoid being fleeced as 


vou tour the country, here are a few gen- 
eral precautions that may keep you out of 
trouble when vou pass through a town or 
village: 

Whenever vou ‘see a 
down the center of the 
right of it.

When you see a ‘speed trap’ warning, 
watch out. 

Always pass around a “silent policeman” 
unless an officer directs you otherwise.

HOUGH the World war had its dog 

heroes by the hundred and the thou- 

sand, yet almost every earlier conflict of 

nations was marked by the presence of 
chum dogs-in trench and in tent. 

From among a host of dogs in the various 
British camps during the Boer war, at the 
end of the nineteenth century, stands out the 
name of Mafeking. Twenty-odd years ago 
Mafeking’s name was as well known to Hn- 
glish troops in South Africa as were the 
names ‘of their generals. 

He was a shaggy and ragged Irish terrier, 
named from the Boer town which was the 
crucial strategic point of so much of that war. 
Nobody seems to recall where the terrier came 
from nor how he chanced to attach himself to 
one of the British regiments that defended 
the besieged city. 

But instantly he won for himself a wel- 
come among the troops and he became a self- 
appointed mascot to his regiment. He was a 
venturesome chap, like nearly all Irish ter- 
riers. Instead of staying safely behind walls 
and houses, he insisted on getting out into 
the open, and under direct range of the Boer 
marksmen’s fire. 

Unlike so many of the German sharp- 
shooters in the World war, the Boers were 
endowed with too much sportsmanship to kill 
dogs. Time after time, Mafeking wandered 
around in the direct Hne of fire, and not a 
shot was aimed at him. 

Then one day, refusing to consider himself 
besieged, he strolled into the front line of 
defenses which just then happened to be 
under particularly galling fire from the gun- 
ners of the Staats artillery. One or two sol- 
diers ordered Mafeking to go back, But he 
kept on. 4 

He was an Irish terrier and a fearless 
fighter, and he was not minded to skulk be- 
hind the bombproofs while a battle was going 
on. So he eluded the several hands which 
sought to grab him and to thrust him back 
from harm’s way. 

On he trotted to the outermost defenses. 
Then he scrambled over a parapet and out 


into the open, moving unconcernedly, straight .

far back in the city, Mafeking was struck 
by a fragment of shell and was badly hurt. 
It was a chance shot, and it found the very 
mark which the Boer gunners so kindly had 
avoided a few days earlier. 

The little dog’s wound caused as much 
concern and anxiety among the city’s de- 
fenders as if a general officer had been hit. 
The best medical and surgical care were his 
during his illness. 

Disdaining to whine, even when the pain 
was sharpest, Mafeking bore his injury with 
gay fortitude. The moment he was able to 
get on his feet again, he was trying to make 
his way out into the open and into the zone 
of artillery fire. 

So,far from profiting by his painful lesson. 
in caution, the terrier seemed to feel he could 
not possibly be hit again or that he did not 
care if he was. By strict vigilance he was 
kept out of danger and not allowed to risk 
his life. F

asleep in a barrack dormitory, supposedly 
out of danger from bombardment. At mid- 
night he woke, and began rushing about from

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The Return of the Egret. 


What public sentiment, backing. rigid pro- 
tection, can do in bringing back a bird on 
the edge of becoming extinct is shown in the 
case of our egrets. These wonderful white 
herons were a few years ago apparently 
doomed by the vanity of womankind. The 
nuptial plumes of these birds were the 
aigrettes of commerce and in the pursuit of 
these birds was written one of the most 
brutal chapters in man’s treatment of wild 
life. 

There are two of the white egrets, the 
American egret, which at the breeding season 
has about 58 straight aigrette plumes, and 
the snowy egret, also called snowy heron, 
which at the breeding season has about 50 
recurved aigrette plumes. These birds 
nested in colonies and the breeding range 
one time extended well up along the eastern 
coast. Their great breeding grounds, how- 
ever, were in Florida and along the Gulf 
coast. As it was easiest to get the birds when 
they had young in their nests, the heronries 
were raided at that time, the old birds shot 
and the young birds left to starve to death in 
their nests. The birds were reduced to a 
pitiful remnant of the great flocks that used 
to be. Then the law stepped in. ‘Trade in 
these feathers was no longer permitted and 
the few remaining birds were given adequate 
protection. 

Last year I had reported to me more than 
100 white herons seen during the summer in 
New England. Many of these were the young 
of the little blue heron, but many were egrets 
of both species. The remarkable photograph 
shown herewith is of an American egret in 
New York city. The photograph was taken 
at the end of a pond near the 242d street stop 
of the Seventh avenue subway. 


An Economic Nuisance. 


We are a tolerant people. The proof of it 
is in the way in which we allow our neigh- 
bors to maintain public nuisances at our 
expense. I refer to the stray, neglected, aban- 
doned or _  not-properly-cared-for common 
house cats, and the supposeds-to-be cared for 
Here’s the experience of a bird 
lover: Chipping sparrows, wrens, bluebirds 
and robins have been in the habit of building 
on and around the house in the vines and 
shrubs. One of the best loved of these.was a 
chipping sparrow. The closer she could get 
her little nest to the house the better she liked 
it. Last year she brought up three families in 
the vines on the house. This year she started 
her housekeeping. dn the vines and all went 
well until the family. was nearly ready to fy. 
Then a cat—and the housekeeping was «er. 
Exactly the same thing happened in the case 
of a pair of robins. 

I am repeatedly meeting people who love 
birds, but hesitate to encourage their presence 
about their homes simply because their neigh- 
bors keep cats; rather, I should have said, 
their neighbors have cats. They do not keep 
thém: They prowl through the neighborhood 
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and become public nuisances. 
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Homeless cats are the greatest single de- 
structive agency with which our native birds 
have to contend. Their number is almost be- 
yond belief. There is no place for and no 
eycuse for a homeless cat. To destroy it is a 
kindness to the animal and to the birds. But 
in destructiveness the pet cat is a close sec- 
ond. The moment my neighbor’s cat comes 
onto my premises to attack the birds I am 
protecting there, that cat is a public nuisance. 
A little watchfulness when cats are let out of 
the house during the day, and reasonable care 
to keep them in nights during the breeding 
season of birds, will do much for the preserva- 
tion of gur bird life. Puss has her place, but 
that place isn't in your neighbor’s yard killing 
your neighbor’s birds which he loves as ‘much 
as you love your cat. Think it over. 


The Wise Robin, 


Three years ago at a certain agricultural 
college a robin built her nest over the main 
entrance to one of the buildings. Through 
this doorway about 150 students passed daily. 
The nest was removed to a nearby tree. Mrs. 
Robin tore the nest to pleces, brought it back 
piece by piece and built it over in its former 
place above the doorway. That year she 
raised two families. She returned last year 
and built in the same place, despite even more 
noise and confusion. Again the nest was re- 
moved to a nearby tree. But she built a new 
nest in the old place and raised two broods. 
This year she repeated, seeming to be quite 
at home amid the coming and going of stu- 
dents to classes and the continual passing in 
and out of members of the staff. Altogether 
she has raised in this open, conspicuous, noisy 
place six broods of young. 


That robin probably knows that in such a 
place’ she and her young are safer from 
prowling cats and from other enemies of the 
nostlings than would be the casein any tree, 


Did This Squirrel Reason? 


Mr. C, J. Philbrook, of New Hampshire, 
maintains through the winter a breadline for 
the birds. ‘This line, to begin with,” says Mr. 
Philbrook, ‘‘was an ordinary clothesline, from 
which were suspended pieces of suet and 
doughnuts. We noticed that the food was 
disappearing faster than it seemed possible 
for the birds to eat it. Then we. discovered 
what was happening. We saw a gray squirrel 
doing the tightrope act toward a piece of suet. 
Securing the coveted morsel, he bit it off, 
jumped to the snow beneath and scampered. 
to a tree, — : : 

“As I wished to feed the birds, not -squir- 
rels, I substituted an insulated wire of small 
gauge. The next day I saw Happy Jack nego- 
tiate the passage over this wire to the food. 
It was not an easy thing to do, and it was 
only afted several trials that he succeeded. |! 
then substituted.a length of small, uncovered 
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bell wire. The squirrel made many dete® 
mined attempts to walk this, but had to givé 
it up. His next move was to climb the tree 
to which one end of the wire was fastened, 
and from that point leap out for the suet. 
He couldn't quite reach his objective. Next 
he tried jumping up trom below, but the 
suet was too high. After watching his per- - 
sistence for a while I took pity on him and 
frequently left food where he could, get it.” 


Fathers, Attention! 


No more charming bird comes to us than 
the rose-breasted grosbeak. The male is a 
beautiful bird and he is as. good as he is 
beautiful. Listen to this delightful incident 
from a Massachusetts bird lover: ‘‘A pair 
of rose-breasted grosbeaks this year nested 
in a tree in our dooryard abutting on one of 
the main streets,’’ says she. ‘The nest, a 
loosely built structure, was on an exposed 
branch of a small walow and was about 25 
feet from the ground and 380 feet from the 
nearest building. The male assisted in the 
work of incubation and often was seen and 
heard singing while sitting on the nest. Dr. 
Krank M. Chapman says that the male gros- 
heak is reported to do this. My observation 
proves that he does do it.’’ 

Isn't this a delightful thing to think of, 
that splendid male bird assuming his full 
share of domestic duties and singing while 
at the task? Some human fathers might 
profit from the example. 


A Bird's 


It is quite natural for us to think of an 
ear as an external appendage. At a mat- 
ter of fact, the true ear is not external at 
all. Note ‘the birds. In some the’ hearing 
is acute, notably the owls. But there is no 
external ear. There is, however, an ear 
opehing hidden by the feathers. In the vul- | 
ture and the condor, birds with featherless 
heads, this ear opening may plainly be seen. 
With no protection, this opening is com- 
paratively small. In comparison the ear 
opening of an owl is tremendous, but this 
is‘ fully protected by a flap of skin and
